What are soft-shell crabs? They are not, as many people 
think, a species of crab, but rather the blue crabs found along 
the Atlantic and Gulf coasts. Crabs shed their shells many times 
before reaching maturity, and the soft-shell crab is one caught 
just after it has emerged from its latest shell. In season from 
April to October, weather permitting. So-called hard-shell crabs 
once had soft shells, which have hardened. 


i hy are the green Atlantic crabs called blue? There seems 
to be no logical explanation, since the body of the crab is a 
greenish color. The claws, however, are blue and white. 


Whrat is lump crab? Crab meat comes from two areas of the 
blue crab’s body: the claws and the body. Back-fin lumps are 
large chunks of crab meat from the back portion of the body’ 
Since only two lumps are obtained from each crab, it is the 
most expensive but the most desirable when appearance is im- 
portant. The remaining meat from the body, called regular or 
“flake,” less expensive than lump, is the most popular. Meat 
from the claws, sweet but dark in color, is the least expensive 
and generally used in dishes where appearance does not have 
to be taken into consideration. 


Why are there bits of shell and cartilage in freshly cooked 
and canned crab meat? Because the meat must be picked by 
hand from the body and from between cartilage, and it is in- 
evitable that tiny pieces elude the picker. Obviously, it is not 
a serious problem, but it does require that the homemaker pick 
over the meat before using it.

Reaching for the sun on the Pacific Coast 


The famed Sea Ranch on northern Cal- 
ifornia’s Mendocino Coast encompasses 
a small world of topographical vari- 
ety in its narrow, 14-mile stretch of 
spectacular sea-edged terrain. Soft, sun- 
swept meadows etched with dark cy- 
press hedgerows rise from surf-racked 
cliffs to merge with the upland forests 
of the Pacific slope. 

Standing high in these coastal foot- 
hills, this lithe. one-room tower of Cali- 
fornia redwood was designed by Ar- 
chitects Marquis and Stoller to demon- 
strate the amenities of vacation living 
in steep, tree-filled surroundings. An 
extremely compact house, it contains 
only 700 square feet of interior living 
area, including the open, mezzanine 
bedroom and the stairs (the living- 
room balcony and the serendipitous 
rooftop sun deck are bonuses). But it 
teems with the space dividends, both real 
and implied, that usually accrue from 
perceptive architectural solutions. 

In keeping with their client’s stated 
policy of “dynamic conservation”—to 
spare the trees and foil the bulldozer, 
and develop the Sea Ranch land with- 
out spoiling its natural assets—the ar- 
chitects chose this slender tower as the 
least intrusive human element that could 
be put into one of the great playscapes 


of the western world. More

Musing apart from the upper world with 
funicular aloofness, this shingled 

and shake-roofed beach pavilion nestles on a 
narrow seacliff strand beside the benign, 
spangled waters of Southern California 


Designed as a weekend and leisure-time 
second home by the Los Angeles archi- 
tectural firm of Eggers, Wilkman and 
Whittle, this house is only an hour away 
from its full-time counterpart in the 
city. But it is a world away in its de- 
votion to the restorative rationale of 
carefree, private living. Down here, after 
the whirring descent of the little cable 
car, the only traffic sounds are the pas- 
sage of sail and gull, and the infrequent 
tread of strollers stringing beads of foot- 
prints in the sand. 

Even the separation of the basic liv- 
ing functions into three structures tends 
to insulate the occupants against the pos- 
sible collisions of beach-cabin fever. The 
octagonal, cupolaed “great room” with 
adjoining kitchen, and the two bed-and- 
bath units which double as boy and girl 
shower-and-dressing rooms, are loosely 
linked by openable wind screens that 
permit easy passage to the beach outside. 
The resulting enclosure protects against 
over-brisk breezes and blowing spray, 
and creates a quiet, spacious patio that 
has its own microcosmic beach in the 


form of an eight-sided sand pit. More

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Seen from the surf’s edge, left, octagonal main living unit 
of this pavilion presents large, windowed facets to commanding 
views up and down the beach, and out to sea.

The floor in this portion of the house cantilevers beyond the 
outer wall line to hover over the sloping strand and form an 
outside catwalk for easy cleaning of spray-hazed window glass. 
Viewed across the living room, below, through open sliding 
doors that lead in from the patio, the broad horizon of the 
Pacific is displayed through a vast, 16-foot-wide sheet of 
plate glass. The long sofa in front of the window is built in.

is arugged pursuit that 
By ELVIN McDONALD yields flowers of incredible beauty 


Gardens by the sea, whether cultivated or wild. have a special kind 
of beauty borne of endless struggle with the elements. The relentless 
wind that sculptures a fantasy tree can also flatten a tender flower 
and shift the very anchor of its roots to another part of the beach. 
A friendly sun that chases away the morning mist and reveals flower 
colors of unmatched brilliance can change by noon to a_ blazing 
torch that sears every young leaf and bud. The bracing. salty air 
that sharpens the spicy fragrance of pine and rosemary may affect 
other plants as if it were a killing spray. Gardening in this atmosphere 
can be frustrating and impossible, but it can also be a breathtaking 
success. supercharged with the excitement of life where ocean meets 
continent. What happens depends partly on what, where. and when 
you plant. but also on the behavior of the weather in any given season. 

The easiest-way to have a thriving garden by the sea is to cultivate 
the plants that grow naturally in the area. On a single dune you 
may find as many as a dozen or more different kinds, and some will 
be on the seaward slopes. some on the crest, and others on the more 
protected land side. All the flowers shown on the following pages 
were photographed by Samuel Gottscho in a relatively small. exposed 
area of the north fork of Long Island. These plants grow varicusly in 
sand dunes, shaded woodland, or mucky bogs, but all are vulnerable 
to occasional gale winds and salt spray. 

The native denizens of our coastlines. such as beach grass. bay- 
berry. beach plum, dusty miller, beach pea, and seaside aster. are 
commonly joined today by Japanese black pines and rugosa roses from 


the Orient, and by such European-favorites (Continued on page 74)

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WATER FROM YOUR OWN WELL 


Going to build a vacation house? Or perhaps you're just tired of water shortages in your area. If so. you 


may be among the 50,000 homeowners who will contract for a water well this year. Data here is a guide. 


Private water wells. once thought to be 
as outmoded as the buggy whip, are 
being drilled today in the United States 
at the rate of nearly 1,000 a week. For 
two reasons: 

1. Homeowners wish to free them- 
selves from the frustrations and finan- 
cial losses tied to recurrent municipal 
water shortages. 

2. Homes—including most vacation 
homes—are being built beyond the 
reach of municipal water systems. 

What does a well look like today? 
Certainly a great deal different from 


wells with ‘an old oaken bucket.” No 


~ one is going to fall into a well built to- 


day. Most wells are four to six inches in 


diameter; seldom more than eight 
inches. Moreover, the top of the shaft is 
securely capped for sanitary reasons. In 
fact, many wells are completely hidden 
from view. All that appears above- 
ground is piping, the pump, and, where 
needed, a storage tank. And in a num- 


ber of installations, as you'll see below, 


the pump is underground, too. 


But what type of well will be best for 
you? What equipment should you or- 
der? And how much will all this cost? 

Although not all wells are going to 
cost $1,000, it would be wise to begin 
thinking in terms of that figure. At the 
same time, it’s true that the range runs 
from about $200 to over $2,500. Affect- 
ing the cost is (1) the equipment you 
buy: (2) the depth at which the con- 
tractor finds water (drilling charge is 
by the foot), 
soil. As you’d expect, drilling through 


and (3) make-up of the 


solid rock will cost more than boring 
through soft loam. 

You may wonder if water is under 
your land, or beneath the land you want 
to buy. In 99 cases out of 100, with the

exception of uninhabited desert. water 
is present under our land in suflicient 
quantities for household and outdoor 
uses. For the average home. this 
amounts to a rate of between 20 and 30 
gallons per minute: between ten and 20 
GPM if only outdoor uses are involved. 

In rare cases—perhaps once in every 
300 drillings—the contractor will have 
to sink a second hole to find enough 
water. More common is the need to drill 
deeper than expected. Based on_ his 
knowledge of geological facts in the 
area and the results of drilling on near- 
by land, the contractor will give you an 


estimate of the depth at which he'll

strike water. But he’s not always right. 
Sometimes. because ground water (wa- 
ter in the ground) doesn't always lie at 
the same stratification, even under ad- 
jacent properties, he may need to drill 
another 25. 50, or as much as 200 feet 
to discover enough water. 

Sull, the average depth for a deep, or 
artesian, well is between 100 and 170 
feet. Technically, it’s any shaft deeper 
than 25 feet, but in practice it’s rare to 
find a deep well much less than 70 feet. 
Out at the far end of the scale, there are 
wells 1,000 feet deep. 

This contrasts (with a shallow well. 
the second of only two types drilled. 
Anything less than 25 feet falls into this 
category. 

Shallow wells tap what is called sur- 
face water, the sort that collects in riv- 
ers, lakes, reservoirs, or on low, wet 
ground. And, as noted above, deep wells 
draw ground water. 

Which is better? In some areas. you 
may have no choice. It will be ground 
water or nothing. But where a choice is 
possible, here are the factors: 

1. A shallow well is less expensive. 
You might very easily get by with a total 
expenditure of between $200 and $300. 

2. But a deep well is a more depend- 
able source of water. During a dry 
spell. surface water is the first to evap- 
orate, whereas a deep well will often 
supply water in severest droughis. 

3. In fact, your own deep well is 
more dependable. as a rule, than a mu- 
nicipal supply. since it’s likely your 
community draws its water from a sur- 
face reservoir (80 percent of U.S. mu- 


nicipalities do). And another point. 
Health officials will not permit mixing 
municipal water and well water inside

The structure provides what 
Kenneth Isaacs prefers to eal] “‘in- 
terior equipment.” Its an expres- 
sion of one designer’s total ap- 
proach to environment: a structure 


to replace conventional furniture. 


The Micro House, shown in sketches be- 
low, is Kenneth Isaacs’ most recent de- 
sign. The unit, not yet in production, is 
an 8’ by 8’ cube with demountable sides 
and roof. It will be a one-person house, 
set on stilts that adjust to the terrain. 
The interior is a system of parts. Units

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The music of India has in these revolutionary 
times so permeated that of the Western world 
that Rudyard Kipling’s never-meeting East and 
West have met and become the best of friends. 
Forms and rhythms once alien to our ears have 
in a short decade become familiar sounds sought 
after by persons of diverse ages and_back- 
grounds. Whether we realize it or not. millions 
of us have been influenced by Beatle George 
Harrison’s sitar studies with Ravi Shankar. 
famous Indian musician, and the resultant re- 
cordings. However serious our taste in music. 
Yehudi Menuhin made it all seem respectable by 
his concertizing with Shankar. 

Attending a live performance of Indian music 
is a compelling and creative experience. Passive 
listening is not enough. It requires complete 
concentration on the composition in progress. 
Like traditional jazz, the essence of the music 
is improvisation based on certain known fac- 
tors. In jazz this improvisation is based on a 
sequence of chords and their implications; 
in traditional Indian music. on melodic and 
rhythmic sources called ragas and talas. 

As the “concert” begins, incense-burning 
jossticks are lit and the performers take their 
positions. The instruments are tuned and the 
ritual begins. From this moment the mood is 
magnetic as the audience waits. 

It is the sitarist who breaks the spell as he 
leads out with a calm elaboration on a raga 
theme, gradually revealing notes and melodic 
characteristics in a rhapsodic style. When the 
tambourist joins, the drone of his instrument 
becomes an ever-present reiteration of the raga’s 
main notes. 

Tension mounts as the sitarist introduces 
the element of rhythm, and a new plateau of 
excitement is reached as the tabla player begins 
to explore the rhythmic cycle contained by the 
tala. The tempo quickens. Rhythm and melody 
race in dynamic interplay. The listener is caught

Wine belongs to summer—to casual, youthful, out-of-doors living—to lazy, sunny 
days and fragrant, black-velvet nights. Youthful, vigorous wines for your personal 
enjoyment, high-spirited wines for entertaining. Wines to drink simply, in pure 
relaxation. Wines to make you forget the unnecessary rules. Never mind the perfect 
stemmed glass, the hushed reverence, the sober rituals of appreciation. Never mind 
what you were told you ought to like, and the foolish fears of pairing the wrong 
colors with fish, flesh, and fowl. The essential thing is to feel free in the use of 
wine and to enjoy yourself. Taste the whole gamut, then choose what you like, enjoy 
it generously yourself, and lavish it on your. guests. 

And liberal you can be today with the excellent wines that come in gallon and 


half-gallon jugs. You know you don’t have to worry and count noses and multiply — 


will the ordinary bottle pour six or eight glasses? Had you better provide two 


bottles, then, or three? No, a half-gallon is roughly only two-and-a-half ordinary 
ine bottl you know that. But it always. seems like more; it seems to pour 
and pour. 
Even when it isn’t a question of having enough on hand for a party and you 
merely feel like 3; lulging yourself and your family—and even if yours is not a 
large family yu may still take advantage of the economy of buying wines in

juantity. Most American wines 
will keep for several days with- 
yut serious deterioration if you 
ust replace the cap tightly and 
efrigerate the jug between 
neals. Or pour the remaining 
vine into clean wine bottles and 
‘lose them up, if these fit better 
nto your refrigerator. Only re- 
nember to bring red wines back 
© room temperature just betore 
lrinking—or to at least halfway 
yetween refrigerator and room 
emperature, say 65° if it’s a hot 
ummer day. Between an hour 
ind two hours in the room should 
lo it, depending on the size of 
rottle or jug. 

Wine poured from jugs and 
erved in tumblers unquestion- 
ibly encourages quaffing as op- 
y0sed to cautious sipping. You 
night even serve your guests wine 
ight from the beginning of the 
evening, in place of cocktails. A 
sallon of light, dry white or rosé 
vine will easily stimulate the ap- 
yetites of a dozen or more guests 
vhile the master barbecue chef 
xrings his charcoal to the white- 
ish point of perfection. 

You may be surprised by the 
‘ange of wines—of good, sound, 


pleasant-tasting table wines— 
now available in jugs. costing 
from less than $3 to about $5.50 
a gallon. Some are made for more 
sophisticated palates than  oth- 
ers, but all have a common pur- 
pose—to complement good food 
and promote the enjoyment of 
life. In tasting around to find the 
types and brands that best suit 
your palate, try to compare sey- 
eral of the Burgundies, the “mel- 
low” reds, the Chablis and Rhine 
wines, and the rosés of the large 
companies such as Gallo. Guild, 
Italian Swiss Colony, and Roma. 
These wines are among the less 
expensive, and they maintain a 
uniform quality designed to guar- 
antee continued success with a 
large audience. Consequently, 
when you find one that you es- 
pecially like. you can always 
count on finding it again, almost 
anywhere, with the same _ taste 
and price. 


i 
icc really ought to choose 
these wines more by _ personal 
taste than according to what 
anyone tells you. When friends 
insist on my recommendations, 


[I'm apt to mention the last wine 


I happened to drink that was of 
special interest. On this basis, I 
can recommend Roma Zinfandel 
which I tasted recently and found 
a bit softer than some of the wines 
made from this assertive grape. 
Sometimes I’ve been tempted to 
think of Zinfandel as the Concord 
of California—not because it 
tastes like the Concord, but it 
is common in taste and has such 
a pervasive flavor. Like other wine 
grapes, Zinfandel gives quite dif- 
ferent results when grown in dif- 
ferent soils and climates. 


alcenrs creditable Burgundy 
blends come from many wineries, 
especially, to my taste, from the 
old firm of Cresta Blanca. Of the 
slightly mellow reds. two that I 
prefer are Vino da Tavola from 
Guild and Napa-Sonoma-Mendo- 
cino Red from Italian Swiss Col- 
ony. These are wines for the 
many Americans who like a de- 
gree of natural grape sugar left 
in their wine so that it won't 
seem too acid or tart with cer- 
tain of our foods. They aren’t 
sweet wines by a long shot, but 
they aren’t perfectly dry either. 
Gallo Burgundy is another favor- 


ite in this class, and rising fast 
to rival its popularity is Gallo’s 
new Pink Chablis. This unusual 
wine is a first cousin of the reg- 
ular Gallo Chablis, blended to a 
pretty pink color, and carrying 
a suggestion of effervescence 
just enough to tingle the tongue.

In sampling the 
(blends) and less-expensive vari- 
etals of California, you'll have 
the fun of finding favorites— 


generics 


both “best” wines and best buys. 
I happen to think the Christian 
Brothers make an excellent Cha- 
blis, with a balance of acid and 
fruitiness that just suits my taste 
when I want this type of wine. 
At a slightly lower price, Mar- 
tini’s Mountain White Chablis is 
a remarkable wine—not in my 
opinion alone, but equally to the 
taste of Restaurant Associates, 
who serve it as the house white 
wine, by the glass, in two of their 
most popular New York restau- 
rants, Brasserie and ‘Trattoria. 
The Brasserie also serves Mar- 
tini’s Mountain Red, a wine that 
placed first in a blind tasting I 
recently attended of half a dozen 
red jug wines from California 
and half a dozen comparably 
priced wines that have European 
origins. 

There’s no end of other good 
choices from  California—Mon- 
davi Vintage Rhine Wine is an- 
other of my recent pleasures. 
The major New York wineries 
now bottle many of their wines 
in jugs, some of them very hand-

some decanter bottles. In rough- 
ly the same price range, Europe 
sends us wines in variously 
shaped and named wicker-cov- 
ered jugs—mainly Italian, Span- 
ish, and Portuguese. (France re- 
serves larger-sized bottles mainly 
for some of the finest wines of 
Bordeaux, Burgundy, and Cham- 
pagne.) You should sample these 
European wines, too, especially 
if you like your wines very dry. I 
haven’t found much of quality or 
interest among the whites and 
rosés. 

Of the red wines, the Chianti in 
the economy gallon fiasco is far 
from Italy’s best, though it can 
be a good drink. On the whole, 
Yago Spanish Burgundy perhaps 
ranks first in my experience with 
these imports. 

Such an embarrassment of 





riches—such a surplus of really 
good wines to enliven our sum- 
mer menus—true jewels priced 
like common paste—is there any 
answer to the musing of Omar 
Khayyam?

as the sea buckthorn, Russian 
olive, Austrian pine, heather, and 
sea lavender. This kind of inter- 
national exchange between sea- 
side gardeners continues today as 
we look to New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia for new varieties, at the 
same time eur California coastal 
wildings are taking up residence 
along the French Riviera. 

Inland gardeners may rogue 
the natives in favor of exotics, 
but in the search for materials 
that thrive by the ocean, per- 
formance is all that counts. Who 
would dream of destroying the 
blanket of indigenous goldenrod 
that spreads to meet the blue, 
blue sea? 

As you study plant life by or 
near the sea, you will discover a 
pattern for where various kinds 
grow. In the parlance of seaside 
gardening, there are Belt I (fully 
exposed, with salt in the soil) ; 
Belt IL (somewhat protected, 
often by plants in Belt I); and 
Belt III (well back and_ pro- 
tected). These divisions inter- 


mingle in subtle ways, but they 
do provide a basis on which to 
select plant materials. 

Stock for planting a garden by 
the sea can sometimes be trans- 
planted from the wild, but it is 
usually better to purchase nur- 
sery-grown material. One reason 
is that sand plants send roots 
deep into the earth. Most can be 
moved successfully in the spring 
with a ball of soil around the 
roots, provided they are watered 
well until they become estab- 
lished again. 

When planting in the dunes, 
first make pockets in the sand 
and fill with rich garden soil. 
This technique encourages the 
plants to send out roots quickly 
in the new location. 

Beach plants recommended for 
Belt I usually grow in the exist- 
ing sand. Those for Belt II can do 
in sandy soil, but materials in 
Belt III need beds of enriched 
garden soil, to a depth of at least 
12 or 18 inches.

house. Once you pipe water into 
your house, it becomes your sole 
source of supply. so it’s best to 
have plenty. 

4. A deep well is apt to supply 
a more consistent flow of pure 


-water. Water for a shallow well is 


closer to the surface, and more 
susceptible to contamination from 
such things as a septic tank field 
or ground fertilizers. 

Two things to consider here, 
though. First, all wells are tested 
for purity by local health off- 
cials, if the water the 
house. And there are definite reg- 
ulations contractors must follow 
in placing the wells—so many feet 
from a septic field. so many feet 
from the lot line, ete. 

Second—except in New York 
City, where all wells must be test- 
ed—you don’t need a seal of ap- 
proval on a well that’s going to 
for outdoor uses

What kind of pump should you 
order? In most instances, the con- 
tractor will recommend the type 
best suited for conditions on your 
land. But for the record, there are 
reciprocating pumps, jets. and 
submersibles. 

Reciprocating pumps are made 
for either deep or shallow wells. 
They are strong, but noisy, throb- 
bing units, and some are inclined 
to be troublesome on mainte- 
nance. Some companies are phas- 
ing out their production of these 
models in favor of the next two. 

Jet pumps are also made for 
both shallow and deep wells, al- 
though for not much more than 
160 feet and a positive maximum 
of 200 feet. More jets are sold for 
shallow wells than for deep wells. 
A jet is relatively quiet (makes a 
whirring or whining sound) and 
simple in operation. The princi- 
ple: It forces air into the well to 
force water up and out. 

Submersibles. a relatively new 
kind of pump, can be used only 
for deep wells. Both pump and 
motor are dropped to the base of 
the shaft and operate from that 
point. As a result, it is the quiet- 
est of all types. Built ruggedly, 
these pumps have proved to re- 
quire little maintenance. 

All pumps draw water from a 
supply that builds up in the cas- 
ing (the well-shaft lining) from 
surrounding water-bearing sand 
and gravel. 

For most installations, the wa- 
ter is then stored in a tank above 


ground. When your needs draw 
off a specified amount of water 
from the tank, the motor flips 
back on automatically to replen- 
ish the supply in the tank. A 100- 
gallon tank should be enough to 
serve the needs of the average 
home. If you require water for 
only one purpose—say, soaking 
the lawn once a day at the same 
time—you could probably elimi- 
nate the tank and connect the 
pump lines directly to outlets. 
But for multiple uses around the 
home, this method would wear 
out the motor too quickly. 

Don’t rush out and sign a con- 
tract with the first well driller you 
locate. Just as in any home-ser- 
vice business, some contractors — 
are better and more reliable than 
others. Take your time looking. 
Ask the contractor for references 
and then check them out. Find 
out if his customers were com- 
pletely satisfied with installation 
and servicing. 


Why a shortage of water? 


Water shortages will turn up 
somewhere in the U.S. this year, 
and next, and for many years to 
come. It’s inevitable. Not because 
of changes in the weather; there 
were as many dry spells 50 years 
ago. But there weren't nearly so 
many people 50 years ago. From 
1918 until the present, our popu- 
lation rose by almost 100 million 


people. 
It follows that more people 
drawing from essentially the 


same water supply will increase 
the danger of shortages. Add to 
this the changes in personal con- 
sumption. Around 1918, the aver- 
age family used 40 gallons of wa- 
ter per person per day. This year, 
the figure topped 75 gallons per 
person per day. 

As population increases, will 
the supply of ground water even- 
tually run out? For most of the 
nation, particularly east of the 
Mississippi, certainly not in our 
lifetime or for generations be- 
yond. In specific areas—Lubbock, 
Texas: San José, California; Sa- 
vannah, Georgia—there have been 
problems associated with a too- 
rapid depletion of ground-water 
supplies. But even these are be- 
ing remedied. For you, as an in- 
dividual homeowner, attempting 
to supply only your family’s 
needs, the answer to the question 
must be “no,” ground-water sup- 
plies will not run out. @

The fundamental scale and me-

A salmon or, for that matter, 
any large fish that is to be served 
cold is at its best when poached 


in a good court bouillon. The size

mixture is very fluffy. Stir in the 
almonds and vanilla thoroughly. 
Whip 2 cups of the cream until 
just frothy. Then beat about 4 
tablespoons into the butter mix- 
ture. Continue whipping the re- 
maining cream to the point where 
the beater, drawn across the sur- 
face of the cream, leaves light 
marks. Do not beat further. Stir 
in the kirsch. Then combine the 
cream with the butter mixture. 
Spoon carefully into the prepared 
mold. 

Trim off the ladyfingers that 
extend cream, and 
press the trimmed bits into the 
top of the cream.

To unmold, lift off the wax 
paper. Run a knife around the 
inside of the mold and reverse 
the charlotte on a chilled serving 
platter. Peel off wax paper. Whip 
the remaining cream with the con- 
fectioners sugar and put through 
a pastry bag fitted with a rosette 
tube to decorate the top. Refrig- 
erate until serving time. Serves 6

City blight is the result of many 
forces, not all of which are easily 
recognized. Certainly it’s difficult 
for nonprofessionals to see all the 
causes. Observing this more than 
a decade ago, the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards re- 
solved to do something about it. 
Subsequently, the organization in- 
augurated its Build America Bet- 
ter program, a plan that places 
the rich and diverse experience of 
NAREB members squarely be- 
fore the problems of a specific 
community. 

It operates like this: A local 
real estate board, recognizing a 
problem in its city and making no 
move without the cooperation of 
local government, invites a team 
of four experts, drawn from the 
45-member list of the Build 
America Better committee, to visit 
the city. With the local board 
paying all expenses. this team 
spends about a week in the area, 
examining every aspect of the 
problem; afterwards, it delivers 
a written recommendation for im- 
provement. In the last ten years, 
teams have visited nearly 50 
cities, such as Racine, Waco, 
Grand Rapids, Clearwater. and 
Tucson. As one newspaper put it 
after a team visit: “These are 
visitors with no axe to grind or 
special program to promote—save 
one: Build America Better.”

A ruby essence fit for kings made 


from the lowly black currant 
By JEANINE LARMOTH 


In February, 1820, the poet Keats licked black currant 
jelly from a page of Jonson. Wise poet, wise palate, ex- 
travagant behavior. Or practical? The book was not 
Keats’s own. Whether to save the page or have a taste, 
Keats made clear a fondness for black currants. It was 
from his spoon the jelly fell. 

Despite the well-intentioned lick, the stain remained. 
“Purplue” he called it: a mixture of purple and blue. 
The stain remained, reminiscent of currants—a royal trib- 
ute to Jonson. 

A change of century has not changed a loyalty. An En- 
glish youngster with Keatsian taste, rosy from play in a 
summer garden, drinks a cool glass of black-currant syrup 
mixed with ice water. In winter, a wretched cold boding, 
the same youngster is plied with the same brew heated 
to steaming. Tucked nose-deep in comforters, feet propped 
as familiarly on a hot-water bottle as an effigy’s on the 
faithful dog, the lad sips happily, absorbing amplitudes 
of vitamin C. Delicious, of course. Efficacious, naturally. 

Black currants, poetically on Jonson or prosaically in 
jam, are part of the British tradition. Jams and jellies 
jostle on grocers’ shelves; black-currant tarts shine in 
small, solemn rows in bakers’ windows. 

But this loyalty, or tradition, stops short in America. 
Far from a favorite of child or poet, the fruit is forbidden. 
There is a moth with a fondness and a rust that cor- 
rupts. If a black-currant bush is caught within 1500 feet 
of a white pine forest, 900 feet of a white-pine control 
area, or seeking a comfortable berth within a stand of 
white pine itself, it faces extinction. The currant is a car- 
rier of the white-pine blister rust. White pine is a highly

W hat is meant by “Federally inspected” meat? It means the 
meat or poultry you put on your dinner table has been inspected 
for wholesomeness by United 
States Department of Agriculture 
meat inspectors who, in addition, 
supervise the cleanliness and op- 
erating procedures of packing 
plants to insure that the meat or 
poultry is not contaminated or 
adulterated. Those products that 
pass inspection are stamped with 
a round mark that bears the leg- 
end “u.s. INSP’D & P’s’D.” On De- 
cember 15, 1967, President Johnson signed the Wholesome Meat 
Act. which assures you that the meat or poultry you buy has 
been inspected by the Federal government or by an adequate 


state program. Not true, heretofore, when meat was not sold 





across state lines. 


W hat is meant by “Federally graded” meat? Grades are reli- 
able guides to meat quality—its tenderness, juiciness, and flavor. 
Meat grading is a voluntary service provided by USDA’s Con- 
| sumer and Marketing Service to meat packers and others who 
request it and pay a fee for the service. So not all meat is 
graded, although a large percentage of it is. The highly trained 
USDA graders rate only whole carcasses or wholesale cuts 
because quality differences are difficult, or impossible, to rec- 
Once graded,

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HOW TO FIND 
N APARTMENT 


—if you've 
never looked before 


By MARION GOUGH 
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Just as there are day people and night people, there seem to be 

two kinds of apartment hunters. There is that zestful, optimistic 
coterie who finds the search for a decent habitation the headiest of 
adventure, entering into the spirit of the thing with the exuberance of 
foxhounds to the chase, They like the whole idea. Buoyed up by 

their own enthusiasm, energy, ingenuity, and all such vigorous virtues, 
they just know they are going to find something dreamy—and indeed 
they are the ones who usually do achieve the rarest coups in what 

the ads call “Ixy apts with magn views conv to all transp’—and at 
“bgn prices” of course, This is a highly pedestrian type—by which I 
mean that to a man they are persistent walkers. Much is to be learned 
from their attitudes and modi operandi—provided one is of the same 
temperament. Certainly they need no advice from me or anyone else. 

I address myself to the alternative type—my own type—the woe- 
begone and bewildered, who would rather not be involved in the hunt in 
the first place. Much of the time we embark on the search stung 
to the id by the necessity of having to transfer a long-established 
household from the freedom of a house to the constriction of a multiple 
dwelling. We are seized by resentment at having to pull up roots 
and get mobile in a mobile society. We are also seized by an overwhelming 
sense of incompetence. We, of all people, are suddenly neophytes, little 
lost lambs in the towering canyons of gray stone and sooty yellow brick 
where the shrubbery is plastic and all doors and doormen look alike. 

How to begin? Where do you go? What do you say? 

My advices may seem limited, based as they are on the great apartment 
hunt as it exists in Manhattan, but a little research indicates that 
the hunt is pretty much the same in most cities the country over. The 
universal cry is that apartments are scarce—but that’s not really 
so. It’s the kind of apartment you want that invariably turns out to 
be scarce. In New York, one- and two-room apartments are at a premium 
at this moment. So are any apartments in older, rent-controlled 
buildings where fortunate, long-term tenants cling understandably to 
their high-ceilinged rooms and low-ceilinged rents. Meantime if 
the rent is more than $250 a month, the landlords can hardly wait for 
them to move out so that the rent can be upped, because such 
apartments have been decontrolled. 

But back to the hunt. Once you know you must be a cliff dweller, like it 
or not, you can’t start looking too soon. Reluctance naturally breeds 
lethargy, which you must fight as the prince of darkness. In my own 
case, it was the crash of a bulldozer into my backyard that finally 
spurred me to hysterical action and an abnormal and expensive 
consumption of tranquillizers. Don’t let it happen to you. You will find 
your best support in these hours of travail to be a pair of excellent 
reading glasses and comfortable walking shoes. The glasses are for 
reading the curious unaccustomed language of the classified ads, in 
print scarcely visible to the naked eye of anyone over 30. Shoes are 
for walking, walking, walking—unless, of course. you are well enough 
endowed to pursue the search by taxi—and that is not as 
improvident as it may sound because taxis save your precious time 
ind give you an opportunity to recoup your precious energy. 

You can’t start hunting without some idea of the kind of apartment you 


want, but it is astonishing how your ideas (Continued on page 142)

“A one-story house with three zones: one for adults and peace; one for 
children and activity; one where we all get together.” This was the 
firm, special directive given to Architect James W. Freeman, Charm and 
easy maintenance, outside and in, were also important requisites. The 
site: in Cambridge, Massachusetts, a third of an acre, then occupied by 
a tennis court and a tangle of old garden, old trees.

In 1930, an energetic, intelligent, but not very wealthy young man an 


his bride scraped together money enough for a down payment on a 
unprepossessing house in the Georgetown area of Washington, D.C. Th 
full price was $4,100. These newlyweds—and friends of theirs who ha¢ 
taken the same step—were considered “bohemian” by their parents 
From the older generation came questions such as: “Why do you wan| 
to live in the city? Why toss away your hard-earned money on thos; 
shabby houses?” And answers from the young people: “We like the 
excitement of the city, and we think the houses are a good value.” 

No question that it paid off financially. After several remodelings 
through the decades, the $4,100 house was sold in 1967 for $68,850. 
Other houses in the section went through the same dramatic capital 
appreciation. But there’s far more than money to it. Georgetown families 
had—and have today—a rewarding life. rich in opportunities: to take 
part in and enjoy the arts; to meet and make friends with other aware 
and involved people; to reap the pleasure of gardening without the cares 
of keeping up acreage; to indulge in personal pursuits because the con- 
venience of the city gives them more time. 

In fact, Georgetown has become the classic example of spontaneous. 
private renovation. Such rebirth enriches the city even more than its 
residents. Today, this same pattern of redevelopment is showing up in 
hundreds of urban neighborhoods from Boston to Seattle, from Savannah 
to San Diego. And the pace is quickerting. Demographers estimate that 
by the year 2000, nearly 85 percent of our population will be in urban 
centers. Moreover, the number of major metropolitan centers will have 


increased from the present number of 37 to over 220, 


Who are these urban settlers? Suburbanites, for the most part. In 
one way or another, they have become disenchanted with life in suburbia. 
In 1964, for the first time in 20 years, the number of middle-class 
families moving from the suburbs to New York City exceeded those 
headed in the outward direction. Why? “Because,” said Max Lehman. 
then Acting City Administrator, “they are apparently unhappy with rising 
taxes, a lack of facilities, and isolation.” Or, as one suburbanite who 


recently moved into Atlanta put it, “We were bored.” 





They come in all ages and conditions, these returnees—young singles, 
newlyweds, parents with young children, parents with teen-agers. middle- 
aged couples whose children have grown and left, and the elderly. City 
planners in Philadelphia were convinced that only young people without 
children and retired couples would be attracted to the city houses when 
its urban redevelopment began in earnest around 1957. “We couldn't 
have been more wrong,” said a spokesman for the city recently. “We 
have a complete cross-section of age groups, from the very young to 
the very old.” 

There are high-school graduates and PhD’s resettling city neighbor- 
hoods: blue-collar and white-collar workers. However, it soon became 
apparent in House BEAUTIFUL’s survey that the pioneers in each neigh- 
borhood were. as a rule, better educated and involved in a profession. 
For example. in an area roughly 20 blocks north and slightly east of 
downtown Atlanta, five architects, one theatrical producer, two stock- 
brokers. and one newspaperman have purchased older homes, and either 
have remodeled or intend to remodel for themselves and their families. 
University City, a redeveloped section of Philadelphia surrounding the 
University of Pennsylvania, now houses a great many faculty members 
and their families, most of whom formerly lived in the suburbs. Accord- 
ing to Leo Molinaro, director of the West Philadelphia Corp.. a non- 
profit organization founded to stimulate renovation in the area. the new 
look of houses and the influx of university professors has drawn to the 
area “scores of lawyers and physicians, about 25 architects, 30 or 40 


artists and sculptors, and at least 30 psychiatrists.” 


As practically any newspaper in the country will inform you almost 
daily, not every aspect of the city is rosy. There are slums. There is 
violence and dope and corruption. Pollution is a problem. So is traffic. 
These new urbanites have to be venturesome, even daring. For the 
most part, they are. They represent some of the healthiest elements in 
cities. Many of them are deeply involved in attempts to solve urban 
problems—attempts inspired by a view of these problems from within. 

Homeowners in the “fan” district of Richmond, Virginia, jointly 
convinced the city council to quadruple the size of a ridiculously small 
playground attached to the Fox School, an integrated public school in 
the area. With support and money from a San Francisco citizen’s group 
called the Upper Market Planning Association; Architect Piero Patri, 
of Whisler & Patri Associates, produced a highly imaginative redevelop- 
ment plan for the upper Market Street area. 

One of the most dramatic efforts by new urban dwellers is continuing 
in Baltimore. The issue: location of a federal highway through the city. 
As Tom Ward, a Baltimore councilman outspokenly opposed to the city 
plan, said in City magazine: “The federal highway will crash through 
gracefully restored houses, through Federal Hill, cross the harbor as a 
hideous elevated structure on concrete posts, and smash its way through 
Fells Point, where more than 200 houses built before the Revolution 
are still in use.” 

To save their homes, owners fought the course of the highway by 
founding and acting through the Society for the Preservation of Federal 
Hill, Montgomery Street, and Fells Point. Their struggle was aided con-

speaking for the local chapter of the American Institute of Architects, 
attacked the plan. He urged the city to appoint an urban design team 
to restudy the course of the highway, “because no building should be 
permitted without analysis of its real or social cost ” 

Noise ef the tussle between the city and its residents reached Wash- 
ington. and moved the Department of the Interior to set aside funds 
for a reexamination of the Baltimore route. Heading this project is 
Nathaniel Owings of the New York architectural firm of Skidmore, 
Owings & Merrill. Owners are elated and predict that the history and 
beauty of these residential areas will be retained intact. And from the 
federal point of view, whatever pattern emerges in Baltimore may very 


well be applied to the route of highways through other cities, : 


New urban residents are venturesome in another way. Old city dwell- 
ings need restoration in varying degrees. Going through with it requires 
love, patience, perseverance, imagination, and a certain amount of brass 
(and, of course, money). New city homeowners found some. structures 
so deteriorated that complete gutting of the interiors was necessary before 
renovation could proceed. Others required little more than paint and new 
kitchen and bath fixtures. 

Is the agony of renovation worth it? Practically to a man, remodeled 
townhouse owners are fiercely loyal to their homes, They show with 
pride a solid oak door stripped of eight layers of paint and refinished: 
a hand-tooled mahogany mantel found in the basement and replaced above 
a reopened fireplace in the living room: wide plank floors lovingly sanded 
and sealed. Apparently the answer for them, from an esthetic stand- 
point, is yes. 

But what about cost? Even though the costs are going up. the new 
owners feel they are investing wisely for the future The example 
given in Georgetown is not unique. A city planner bought a house in 
the University City section of Philadelphia in 1960 for $15,000, made 
about $1,000 worth of repairs, and sold it m 1963 for $23,000. Today, 
the same house is worth about $35,000. Indian Village is a small, privately 
redeveloped area of Detroit. Twelve years ago, a doctor bought an old 
house there for $12.500. completely renovated the interior and turned 
the top floor into a handsome. rent-producing apartment. Including the 
purchase price. his total investment was in the neighborhood of $50,000 
However, he now has a house worth more than that on the current 
market. And he could not have purchased a suburban home containing 
the same cubic footage for less than $70,000. 

This kind of space economics is generally true in the older yet-to-be- 
fashionable areas. It is definitely not true in the established. already 
desirable areas. A price of $150,000 isn’t at all unusual for a small town- 
house on the upper east side of New York Yet in one of the elite West- 
chester communities, the same size home could be bought for $70,000 or 
$00,000. Even in New York, however, there are still bargains. A house 
in the East Village, near Avenue B, was recently purchased for $14,000, 
and made quite habitable tor another $10,000 


Are the new urban settlers finding it easy to get morteage money ? 
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No. Lenders are cautious, sometimes to the point of immobility, on the 
subject of private renewal in the cities. But getting turned down by 
three of four lenders in a row doesn’t appear to discourage the average 
townhouse buyer. He’s persistent, and eventually finds the one lender 
willing to take a risk. However. once the pioneers have reversed the 
trend of deterioration in a neighborhood, most lenders are willing to 
come around. The first buyer of the Philadelphia house mentioned above 
searched for weeks before he found a lender willing to give a 70-percent 
mortgage. But when he sold three years later, the new buyer had no 
trouble getting a 90-percent mortgage. 

Many examples of private renewal follow the course of Georgetown’'s 
redevelopment. A few brave families buy older—sometimes deteriorated— 
homes, restore them, and before long their action attracts more buyers 
to the neighborhood. Inevitably, a homeowners association springs up 
and pressure starts for civic improvements, Generally, the city responds 
(after all, these new urban dwellers are both taxpayers and voters). And 
within a relatively short time, a section of the city is once again beautiful. 

Of course, not all begin this way. Philadelphia’s now famous Society 
Hill redevelopment was set off by the renowned city planner Edmund 
N. Bacon. The vast Lincoln Park Conservation project in Chicago was 
a joint effort of the Lincoln Park Conservation Association and a home- 
owner and businessmen’s group, and the city’s Department of Urban 
Renewal. And the remarkable beautification of residential Savannah was 
inspired by the Savannah Gas Company's move to restore “Trustee's 
Garden.” The company turned what was virtually a slum area into rows 
of lovely shops and apartments—all preserving the 18th-century archi- 
tecture that was hidden behind the dirt and grime of neglect. 

Yet, whichever way private renewal develops, organizing an associa- 
tion seems to mark the turning point between scattered, individual 
efforts and significant progress toward neighborhood redevelopment. 
Probably the most significant first contribution of a homeowner group 
is a professionally drawn plan. The Fan District Association in Rich- 
mond raised $6,000 recently for a thorough study of the area by city 
planner Robert Hill. The Ansley Park Civic Association in Atlanta put 
together $10,000 for the Ansley Park Neighborhood Conservation Study 
by Eric Hill and Associates. Little is more impressive to city officials 


than voluntary efforts toward redevelopment. paid for by the residents. 


Associations perform many more functions. The Historic Savannah 
Foundation, Inc., is in the business of real estate. This group buys 
dilapidated houses of historic value, then resells them to families who 
agree to restore the structure. As do most associations, the Providence 
Preservation Society publishes a newsletter for its members and friends. 
In most cases around the country, these are quite professional—printed, 
issued on a regular basis, written interestingly, and containing photo- 
graphs of progress in the area. 

Philadelphia is a good example of how renewing one area dramatically 
can stimulate other projects. Soon after restoration of Society Hill was 
under way, the University of Pennsylvania, Drexel Institute, the Phila- 
delphia College of Physicians and Surgeons, and Presbyterian Hospital 
acted to rehabilitate the residential area surrounding these four institu- 
tions. The West Philadelphia Corporation was formed on a nonprofit 


basis, city planner Leo Molinari (Continued on page 90)

program of conducted tours and the 
dedication of volunteers. 

‘As a metropolitan museum,” said 
Director Willis F. Woods, “we’re here 
to serve the public, and it’s not enough 
to open the doors and say ‘come on in.’

“The volunteers come from all walks 
of life” said Mrs. Irving Burton, chair- 
man of the Committee. “They include 
grandmothers, young mothers who have 
to hire baby-sitters, art buffs, and 
women who know nothing about art but 
want to learn. 

“Not all of them aspire to be tour 
guides. There are volunteers who con- 
sider it a privilege just to spend eight 
hours in the museum basement packing 
and unpacking works of art. Some of 
them man the information desk and the 
museum gift shops. Others serve as 
aides to the professional staff, doing 
everything from stuffing envelopes to 
cleaning decorative objects. Then there 
are the Troupers and the Docents.” 

The Troupers present slide shows in 
the schools. Docents (students who are 
teachers) conduct tours in the museum. 

One recent Wednesday morning 15 
Docents were on duty, and there was a 
minor traffic jam in the museum lobby. 
Sixty-five students were lining up to 
leave the building, and another busload 
was arriving. The marble hall rang with 
young voices and the tooting of 25-cent 
flutes bought at the museum’s folk-art 
counter. The youngsters—from, the fifth 
and sixth grades—were animated but 
not unruly. Most of them had money to 
spend on postcards and other souvenirs. 
Some of them dropped pennies in the 
wishing well, which helps pay for the 
museuin’s collection of color slides. 

“We've never had a discipline prob- 
lem,” said one of the Docents. “We tell 
them this is their museum and they’re 
here to enjoy themselves. Of course, 
they've been prepared for this visit. 
The museum sends a selection of slides 
and a script for the teacher to read be- 
fore they come.” 

In groups of 20, the children marched 


away through the galleries, with one

Docent in the lead and another in the 
rear to shepherd stragglers. One group 
started their tour in the Oriental Gal- 
lery, where they were invited to sit on 
the floor. 

“How many of you boys and girls 
have been to the museum before?” the 
Docent asked. Two hands were raised. 

The talk was more like a conversa- 
tion than a lecture. 

“This painting is over 700 years old. 
Can you tell what it is about?” 

“Insects!” 

“Yes. Grasshoppers and dragonflies. 
Are they sitting on flowers, or weeds?” 

“Weeds!” 

“Yes, the artist is telling us that 
everything around us is beautiful— 
even insects and weeds.” 

In the American Gallery the John 
Singleton Copley portrait of a British 
officer was singled out—a field engi- 
neer who had made the first maps of 
Detroit and had helped to put down an 
Indian uprising. 

In Whitby Hall, an 18th-century 
house with furnishings of the period, 
the Docent sent the students on a trea- 
sure hunt, to find brass candlesticks 
from England, tiles from Holland, a tea 
set from China, rugs from Persia. 

The girls appreciated Whitby Hall. 
“But where’s the kitchen? How come 
there’s a high chair in the bedroom 
instead of in the dining room?” 

The boys liked the dragonlike fire- 
spitter mask in the African collection, 
and everyone was enraptured by the 
mummies in the Egyptology Room. 

“This is the mummy of a 35-year-old 
woman who lived 4,000 years ago,” 
said the Docent. 

“Can she get out?” someone wanted 
to know. 

In the South American Gallery they 
saw clay pots that looked like people, 
and in the Flemish Gallery they found 
hamburger buns in the Rubens painting 
of David and Abigail. 

They broke into smiles when they 
saw the Henry Moore sculpture. “What 
is it? A pretzel?” they said. “Is it a 


plow-2e...) No, a fish. .--.. No, a-man!” 


If the contemporary sculpture moved 
them to mirth, the bronze donkey by 
Renee Sintenis moved them to tender- 
ness. This is the one object in the mu- 
seum that children are encouraged to 
touch. For 39 years young visitors have 
been patting the shy, flirty-eared don- 
key. and their affection has given him a 
golden patina. 

The tour ended with a souvenir post- 
card for each child, and later their 
teacher submitted an evaluation. 

“They thought the hour-long tour 
was too short,” he said. “They all want 
to go back to the museum with their 
parents. They liked the mummies best.” 

One of the Docents explained: “We 
hit the high spots. We try to whet their 
interest and hope that they learn a few 
things—and enjoy the visit.” 

In a normal week the Docents give 
twelve school tours and two adult tours. 
On that same Wednesday they had 
scheduled a college alumnae group. 
Twenty-five women had chicken salad 
and French pastries in the museum's 
Continental Café, a skylighted court- 
yard inspired by the Bargello in Flor- 
ence, and later they toured the Modern 
Galleries, starting with the Impres- 
sionists. They listened quietly to the 
Docent’s comments until they reached 
the museum’s collection of Abstract Ex- 
pressionism, Op, and Pop. Then the 
group came to life—asked questions, 
made faces, argued, laughed. 

After the tour one of them remarked, 
“We go to foreign countries and visit 
all those museums, but we never go to 
our own.” 

Her companion said regretfully, “My 
husband prefers baseball.” 

Their comments came as no surprise 
to the chairman of the Volunteers. Mrs. 
Burton said, “This program was started 
because a vast number of people have 
lived in Detroit all their lives and have 
never visited the Art Institute. If we can 
open a new world for five women out 
of a hundred and encourage them to 
come back, the Docents have accom- 
plished something. Even those hus-

first, then with more and more enjoy- 
ment.” 

The Docent program, which has been 
in operation for five years, requires 
each volunteer to take a year’s rigorous 
training under the supervision of the 
museum’s Education Department. She 
must also take examinations, attend 
meetings and seminars, and assume re- 
sponsibility for faithful attendance. 

Her adventure starts when she joins 
the Founders Society and expresses a 
desire to work with the Volunteer Com- 
mittee. First she is invited to attend an 
orientation session and get acquainted 
with the museum itself—its depart- 
ments, personnel, services, and func- 
tions—and given a backstage tour. 

Next. a personal interview helps her 
find her niche in volunteer service, and 
if there is an opening in the Docent 
program, her art education really be- 
gins. She enrolls in a _two-semester 
course, “The Survey of World Art.” 
sponsored jointly by the Detroit Insti- 
tute of Arts and the University Center 
for Adult Education.

Beacon Hill—once the pride and stam ping ground

The owners wanted to keep the formal dining room— 
which, in fact, they left alone—but needed an adjacent kitchen. 
Solution: Use of the butler’s pantry—a dark alcove 6’ wide 
by 14’ long. Since the room could not be enlarged without 
major structural changes, the only place to go—for a bit of 
freedom—was up. Architect Tappé designed a vaulting for the 
10’-high ceiling. White-painted and well-lit, it gives a sense 
of space to what was a narrow, cramped alley.

HOW TO CHOOSE A RIPE PEACH 
Experts tell us that the true clue to 
ripeness is the soft creamy-to- 

gold undercolor of the yellow part of 
the skin. They also tell us that 

red color is not a sign of ripeness; 
that a very pale peach can be riper and 
sweeter than one with deep-red cheeks. 
Blush depends on the variety. 

Along the crease of a ripe peach, 
you ll notice that one cheek is 

slightly rounder at this line, indicating 
that the peach was picked at the 
proper time. Avoid peaked or wrinkied 
cheeks. Avoid, too, peaches with 

even a hint of green at the stem end. 
It’s possible that a peach meeting all 
these specifications will feel firm. 
That’s because it was shipped 
firm-ripe, in which case allow the 
peach to soften at room temperature. 
Peaches are ready to eat when they feel 
barely soft. Always refrigerate 
full-ripe peaches, remembering, of 
course, that peaches, like all fresh 
fruit, taste best at room temperature. 
Medium to large peaches are generally 


the best buy for flavor and quality. 


THE MODERN PEACH 


The fresh peach in your market today 
can be white-fleshed or yellow-fleshed: 
freestone or cling; red-skinned or 
yellow-skinned; with a faint blush or 
no blush at all. All peaches grown 
commercially currently are 

defuzzed, if they are not naturally 
fuzzless—and many are—then they 
are washed, before shipping. 


HOW FREESTONES AND 
CLINGSTONES DIFFER 


With freestone peaches the ripe flesh 
separates very readily from the pit 

when the peach is cut: with clingstones, 
commonly called clings, the flesh is 
inclined to cling tenaciously to 

the pit, sometimes making it difficult 

to separate them cleanly. Broadly 
speaking, clings are used for commer- 
cial canning. although they are 
available fresh early in the peach 


season. Best eaten out of hand. 


RD JEFFERY 
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THE FRESH PEACH SEASON 


Fresh peaches are being picked some- 
where in the United States (33 states 
produce them) from May through 
October. The first to come into the market 
(in May and June) are generally cling- 
stones; the later ones, freestones. 

So we have five whole months in which 
to enjoy this, the queen of fruits. 

The height of the fresh peach 


season is July and August. 


FRESH PEACH EQUIVALENTS 


One pound of fresh peaches equals 
three medium-size peaches 
or two cups of sliced peaches 


or one cup of mashed peaches. 


HOW TO PREVENT SLICED PEACHES 
FROM DARKENING 


Sprinkle with lemon juice, then cover 
with ice, and refrigerate. Or cover 
with orange, lemon, or pineapple 
juice, or any bottled lemon or orange 


drink concentrate. Drain before using. 


HOW DO YOU PEEL A PEACH? 
If the peach is extremely ripe, the 
skin will peel off quite easily. Other- 
wise, cover with boiling water and 
allow to stand for one full minute. 
Plunge it into cold water, then 


cut it in half, peel, and pit. 


SHOULD YOU PEEL PEACHES 
BEFORE USING? 


No. The modern, defuzzed peach is 
eaten just as you would eat apples, 
plums, or apricots. In some instances, 
especially when they are poached, 

they should be peeled, either before or 
after poaching. Otherwise, in salads 
or in baked dishes, good cooks 

leave the skins on. Further, it should 
be remembered that the 

skin and the flesh under it are 


rich in vitamins and minerals.

1 and sash weights eased 
ing and closing older-style 
lows. On new units, enclosed 
k springs and tension bal- 
2s do the job better. 
ou shouldn’t have any trouble 


finding the size you want. Most 
dealers carry their widest selec- 
tion in double-hung units. You 
also have a choice of a single 
pane of glass in each sash, or any 
number of lights up to 12-over-12 
(that is, 12 small lights in the 
upper sash and the same number 
in the lower sash). Or buy the 
single-light sash and removable 
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wood or vinyl muntins (grilles). 
And you won't be alone if you 
order insulating glass in the sash. 
The industry reports that well 
over 50 percent of the erders for 
double-hung windows now spe- 
cify insulating glass. 

Ventilation through the open- 
ings in a double-hung window is 
moderately good, but poor when 
the wind is moving away from the 
opening. Do plan for this window 


in areas of the house where 
swing-out windows might prove 
dangerous. Don’t specify it above 
a kitchen sink or bulky built-ins, 
where the sash will be awkward 
to open. 

Casements: Measuring no more 
than 20” square, casement win- 
dows were built into the heavy 
timber houses of our earliest New 


England These small 


settlers. 





openings made the most of avail- 
able glass, very dear at the time, 
and gave families a sense of se- 
curity against sudden Indian ait- 
tacks. 

Since 1920 a popular window 
for apartments, the casement is 
showing up in more _ private 
homes every year. Used singly— 
in a bathroom, for example—it is 
more often paired, as the sketch 
here shows, or positioned on ei- 


ther side of fixed glass, some-

times in a bay. Casements can be 
ordered in multiples of up to 
seven in one unit. 

Hinged on one side, the case 
ment swings out without any re- 
straining hardware (the least ex- 
pensive), with a push bar (in the 
middle range), or with worm- 
gear cranks (the best windows). 
Cranks make the casement a good 
choice for the space above a sink, 
or high on the wall. But avoid 
plans for this window where the 
out-swinging sash could become a 
hazard—near a child’s play area, 
for example, or along a walk 
near the house. 

Screens and storm sash fit in- 
side the casement, making them 
easy to change. Or you can buy 
casements with insulating glass, 
and eliminate storms. Ventilation 
through a casement is excellent, 
because (1) air flows through the 
entire opening, and (2) breezes 
parallel to the wall are caught by 
the open sash and scooped into 
the room. Finally, both sides of 
the sash can be cleaned from in- 
side the house. 


Sliding: Turn a double-hung win- 
dow on its side, and, in essence, 
there is the sliding, or gliding 
window. The sketch shows a unit

The whys and hows 
Of paneled walls. 


By Jack Worth 


Matching moldings and trim are avail- 
able, too. So paneling can easily be a do- 
it-yourself project. And if you prefer to 
have it done for you, it shouldn’t run you 
into big labor charges. 


Beware of “bargains.” 


You can get paneling for as little as $3.98 
per 4’x 8’ panel, but you’d better not. A 
panel may seem a simple thing, but 
there’s a lot more to it than meets the eye.

You can see the front and the back, but 
you can’t see the core. And if the core has 
big knots in it, or patches of rough grain, 
or pieces of tape holding it together, 
they’ll all show through on the face. But 
unfortunately they won’t show through 
right away. You can put up the paneling 
and it’ll look fine. But after six months or 
a year it may start looking patchy, and 
there won’t be a thing you can do about it. 

And a “bargain” panel probably has a 
“bargain” finish. So it may look fine in 
the store, but after you get it up you find 
that humidity makes it sticky, water turns 
it cloudy, and it cracks and crazes as it 
gets older. 

What’s in a name? Plenty. 

It’s very much safer to buy paneling 
that’s made by a company with a reputa- 
tion to maintain. It may cost you a bit 
more to start with, but you won’t have to 
tear it all down and replace it after a year 
or two.

Most builders—over 90 percent 
in the survey—are willing to al- 
ter the decor of a model when 
they build your house. A great 
many will make minor structural 
changes, provided it’s done dur- 
ing the blueprint stage, and a few 
of the more accommodating build- 
ers are so flexible they'll change 
whatever you want. Said one 
Texas man, “If the buyer pays 
for it. well build him a ladder to 
the moon.” 

These facts and more were 
gathered recently in a_cross- 
country survey by House Beauti- 
FUL of merchant builder attitudes. 

Not every builder will make 
changes for you. Some won't 
move a single partition or re- 
place a window. But such con-

cans and bottles. Some processors leave some of the pulp in the 
juice, which makes it somewhat cloudy; others clarify it. Appl: 
cider, unclarified and unpasteurized, most often made at a farm 
mil, is packed in unsealed glass or plastic containers. It must 
be kept refrigerated in order to prevent fermentation.

Es it true that ice trays should be filled with hot water rather 
than cold? We queried the General Electric Company on this 
and they answered us with a positive “No!” This is especially 
important with modern ice trays, which have a thin coating ol 
wax to prevent the ice cubes from adhering to the tray or erid 
and to make shucking easier. Hot water would remove th 
wax. They also tell us that trays should never be filled be 
yond the top edge of the grid, to preclude the water's, freez; 
ing into a solid sheet of ice on top. This not only makes it 
harder to shuck the ice; it will tend to distort the bottom 
of the tray. 


Wi there any substitute for fresh ginger root? Yes. From our 
experience. Jamaica ginger, which is the dried root, is every bit 
as satisfactory as the fresh. The pieces must be soaked in a 
cold liquid, water or milk, for several hours. Then, use them 
as you would the fresh chopped, grated, or shredded—in mar- 
inades; added to sauces: in pickling or preserving: whole, 
rubbed over the skin of a chicken or turkey or a leg of 
lamb before roasting; etc. A half teaspoon, grated. mixed 
with salt and pepper. then rubbed on a steak before broiling, 
is delicious.

For the making of potpourri, 
herb pillows, and sweet bags, dry 
quantities of fragrant rose petals 
and buds, lavender flowers and 
leaves, lemon verbena, orange 
mint, scented geraniums, lemon 
balm, lemon- and camphor-scented 
southernwood. rosemary, berg- 
amot, thyme. and bay. An im- 
portant part of the herb harvest 
in autumn is to bring tender kinds 
indoors in pots or tubs well ahead 
of frost. These include citrus, 
heliotrope, rosemary, lemon ver- 
bena, scented geraniums, and sweet 
bay. 

Herbs will grow well indoors 
in the same conditions that yield 
thriving geraniums. They need a 
sunny place with temperatures 
on the cool side—generally be- 
tween 50 and 75 degrees. Try to 
provide an airy, moist atmosphere. 
It helps to set the pots in trays 
filled with an inch or two of moist 
sand or pebbles. Group the plants 
to form a moist microclimate. 
Wash the foliage frequently in 
tepid tap water; this cleans the 
leaves and discourages insects. 

Container-grown herbs need 
well-drained soil. always nicely 
moist. but never dripping wet for 
more than a few hours. Any pre- 
packaged potting soil recom- 
mended for geraniums will suf- 
fice, or you can mix equal parts 
garden loam, sand, and _ peat 
moss. 

Pinch out the tips of potted 
herbs, both to use for flavoring 
and to induce compact, well- 
branched growth. After the turn 
of the year, when days become 
longer and sunnier, feed with a 
liquid house-plant fertilizer every 
two or three weeks. 

In addition to the tender herbs 
already suggested for growing in- 
doors. these are worth a try: 
chives, dill, borage, mint, basil, 
parsley, sage, and thyme.

Architecturally and atmospherically, this house 
is full of the unexpected. From without, its white 
round-tower conformations suggest masonry walls 
as massive as a Greek island windmill—but this 
is delightful deception. The structure is wood 
frame, stuccoed. Inside. these turret forms are 
protective shells of living space, embrasures made 
light and airy by their proximity to walls of trans- 
parent glass. Dining room in the round, opposite, 
seems to merge with the landscape, changes its 
mood hour to hour, season to season, as the quality 
of light, shadow, and woodland color change. One 
dines here with almost endless vistas: even its 
interior view to the living room, right, eventually 
carries the eye outdoors, past the pleasurable. de- 
liberately positioned pattern of the owner’s harp 
in silhouette. The house acquires its esoteric feel- 
ing because room shapes and window placements 
are varied to effect just such visual surprises, but 
the floor plan is essentially American colonial: a 
central stair with kitchen and dining room on one 
side, living room and fireplace on the other.

Amongst the silica and oxygen atoms comprising 
the clearest glass, other metallic elements may be 
introduced for strengthening and other purposes with 
inter-positioned regularities, some of which do not 
intercept the light and others which only tangentially 
intercept the light passing between the self-arrange- 
ment of atoms as glass.

So loaded with additional elements 
was it, that the first glass known 
to man was opaque. He called it obsidian. 


Obsidian was produced moltenly by nature’s vol- 
canoes, spewed out and congealed at Earth’s surface. 
The earliest known civilizations of Mesopotamia and 
Egypt had learned to make varicolored opaque glass 
in the form of beads. Blown, translucent glass in 
small bottles was accomplished by the Phoenicians 
three thousand years ago. Small glass sheets for 
masonry-secured, tiny, multipaned window closures 
were first developed in pre-Roman or Egyptian 3rd and 
4th Centuries B.c. using crown glass; then, in A.D. 
1000, broad glass. In the 12th Century small pieces of 
translucent, stained (colored) glass began to be 
framed by lead grids to seal cathedral and castle wind 
openings, 1174.

Only two decades ago, in 1949, 
elass fibers suitable for weaving into 
fireproof fabrics were invented. 

Suddenly it was discovered that those glass fibers 
had tensile strengths many times that of the highest- 
streneth steels. Out of that realization came the glass- 
fiber-reinforced plastic resins whose impact-resistance 
strength is so phenomenal that within a decade the 
whole of the small boat hull and deck fabrication had 
been converted to its use along with countless others 
of ever larger, high-strength, thin-sheet, shatterproof, 
translucent products. 

The advanced research in such glass-fiber-rein- 
forced plastics promises soon to develop plastics with 
the same refraction of light index as that of the glass 
fibers when this new structural material will become 
transparent as well. 

In the meantime the formerly shatterable glass 
sheet is becoming ever more cohesive and is develop- 
ing other desirable structural properties. Now tem- 
pered elass—transparent and structurally equivalent 
in every way to steel structurals—whose higher price 
can be warranted for special uses, can be produced.

Only two-thirds of a century ago Sigmund Freud 
eave scientific reasons for supposing that at least a 
small portion of our acts were subconsciously moti- 
vated. However, since Freud, the omni-specialization 
of society has precluded our spontaneous recognition 
of the everyday significance accruing to the compre- 
hensive integration of all the separately occurring, 
multiplicity-obscured, scientific findings. But the sepa- 
rate events being in the same universe—and our 
planet’s complex properties being part of a locally 
closed physical system—all the separate events do 
integrate about inexorable changes which are now 
everywhere perplexing and bestirring society. 


It isn't the technical inventions 
but the integrality 
of truth that is at work. 


Only one-third of a century ago we began to know 
so much about humanity’s prenatal scheduling and 
postnatal responses to environmental stimuli that we 
must recognize that humanity’s conscious determina- 
tions—now and heretofore—are responsible for less 
than one percent of its personal acts, and (luckily) for 
less than one millionth of one percent of the sum total 
of evolutionary events transpiring aboard our Earth. 

We can only hope that the big pollutions brought 
about by shortsighted irresponsibility will not destroy 
the a priori-designed support system for the regenera- 
tion of life aboard our spaceship before we can catch 
on to ourselves. Ninety-nine percent of that less than 
one percent of humanity’s consciously determined acts 
are so ignorant, shortsighted, and egocentrically fo- 
cussed as to have almost put an end to evolution’s now 
clearly demonstrable trend toward making all of 
humanity physically and intellectually successful.

The site was once the garden and orchard of 
Mrs. Wheary’s family home next door. As 
the only vacant lot left on the old block, it 
provided space for the compact new build- 
ing, still retaining a garden to the rear. The 
house was placed well forward to conform 
with the unbroken street-front line of exist- 
ing houses. The floor plans, below, are the 
essence of an uncomplicated living pattern. 
The two-rooms-in-one idea—brought over 
from the owners’ former home in the coun- 
try—appears again in the master bedroom. 
A folding wood panel can easily be drawn 
across to sequester the sleeping part of this 
space and leave a sitting room for other 
activities. The children who are still living 
at home are doubled up in two large bed- 
rooms—dormitory style—so that when they

Atop the rugged slope of a Long Island woodland thick with 
erass and shrubs and wildflowers and sprawling old trees, is a 
distinguished new house, sharply angled, smoothly curved. Its 
flow of space is brilliantly executed, within and without, in warm 
cypress. To take full advantage of the breathtaking views of bay 
and sound on this “perfect piece of land,” Architects Julian and 
Barbara Neski have raised the major living space above ground 
level on columns that hint of Le Corbusier. On the lower level, 
with lesser views, are children’s rooms and utility areas. The archi- 
tects doubled the floor area with decks for each room, providing 
minimal demarcation between inside and out. For ascent to the 
main level, there is a dramatic ramp; to connect the two levels, 


an outside spiral staircase enclosed in a skylit cylinder. More

The major rooms—living, dining, 
kitchen, and master bedroom—are 
above ground level betause of the 
steepness of the slope and for water 
views. These are reached from the 
outside -by a stunning ramp (see pre- 
vious page) chosen not for line alone 
but for the convenience of carrying 
packages and, considerately, for the 
family dachshund, who could not have 
coped with ordinary stairs. All the 
rooms on this level have private decks. 
The decks. deliciously breezy in the 
summer, have parapets on the sides to 
protect the windows, breaking the 
strong blasts of winter winds. Under 
the main level are the children’s 
rooms and baths, the utility room, 
and the garage. each surrounded by 


beds of white gravel and stone patios.

COME 














Be prepared to protect your home against the 


wild onslaughts of weather 


Property loss from hurricanes ($208 million) and 
lightning ($100 million) ran the toll up to 308 mil- 


lion dollars’ worth of destruction last year. 





Such alarming figures—which don’t cover losses 
caused by tornadoes, floods, ice storms, and blizzards 
—should shock every homeowner into takine planned 


maintenance measures now and into battening down 


the hatches when storm warnings go out. 

Strict maintenance measures: To check on spots 
where dangers may lurk. begin with the roof. Are 
shingles dry and starting to curl? If you need to re-roof 
and are using asphalt s shineles self-sealing 
tabs, get the ki re he ae} 


to resist gale 


See if structure is free from the undermining of 
termites; if foundations and windows need caulking; 
if supports on gutters or leaders need tightening. 
Unclog gutters, down-spouts, and drains so that noth- 
ing keeps water from running off the house. Check 
the chimney. Test the workability of the damper so 
that it can be closed easily to keep water out. If your 
cellar is flood-prone, install a sump pump. If you 
already have one, see that it works efficiently. 

Install a home lightning protector. Lightning strikes 
nine million times a day over land and sea, and in- 
surance companies claim that 75 percent of the damage 
comes from surges rather than from direct strikes. To 
prevent damage to home wiring, a lightning protector 
the size of a baseball can be installed at the fuse box , 
to divert surges to the ground. (Individual rods will 
protect tall, exposed trees against lightning. ) 

Put weather stripping around doors and windows. 
This makes a strong buffer against wind and water 
and gives warmth to the house deprived of heat. 

If you live in the hurricane belt, fortify doors and 
windows with stormproof shutters. For the ultimate 
in convenience, investigate the sets of sliding alumi- 
num shutters that can be installed to close and lock® 
from the inside by crank control or shut in the usual 
way when hung outside. (For more details, see “Ideas 
To Build On,” page 75.) Board or tape vulnerable 
openings that don’t have shutters. 

Standby equipment: Have ready, if lights go out 
or heat goes off: a transistor radio, a necessary link 
to the outside world; enough firewood for sitting out 
a storm, er, 1f you don’t have a fireplace, a portable 
heater that works on camping-style fuel. You'll need 
flashlights and lanterns—a_ brilliantly performing 
flood lamp, battery-run, has a 12” fluorescent tube 
with a unique reflector; and a portable generator, an 
alternative source of power that you can put into 
action with the flip of a switch. A mere 60-pounder 
supplies 1,100 watts—enough to power lights, a re- 
frigerator, and a frypan—and gives the victim of a 
electrical failure his own little power plant. 

For cooking without power, have a small emergency 
stove and a supply of fuel handy. A barbecue skillet 
that holds the charcoal you burn is a new camper’s 
delight. By clamping on a grill that adjusts three ways 
over instant charcoal bricks, you’re ready to cook. 

Having a supply of waterproof coverings to pro- 
tect furniture, in case it may be exposed, is a prudent 


precaution. (Continued on page 216)

A big stitch cuts from 150 hours to twelve hours the time it takes to crochet 


an afghan, one of many visually exciting accessories you can make to spark 





interest in a room. Heavy yarns and a big hook—carved from light hard- 


wood into an easy-handling round, shown at left 1/3 its actual size—blow 
up the traditional crochet stitch’s small structure and twist. As a result, 
interesting new designs are produced. Handsome texture, resembling bas- 
relief sculpture, is formed merely by changing the position of the hook when 
crocheting a row. By switching from single to double crochet and using front 
or back loops, even more variation in texture can be made on an afghan or 
bedspread. Patterns that you want to cue into a room’s color scheme are 
worked in rows (or stripes) of different colors. You can vary the width of 
these, or switch from the vertical to the horizontal. The possibilities for 
capsulating the colors of a room into an accessory are limitless. 

Examples of these new turns on an old stitch are shown on these pages 
in pieces designed and made for HousE BEauTIFUL by Jan Orr. Other pieces 
amenable to the new technique are bedspreads, room dividers, chair pads, 
and braids that give table skirts, curtains, and bed canopies the elegance 
of custom-made borders.

A hot dog (le chien chaud, 


as the French say) stew sending forth tantalizing odors. A charming little 


paté, liver sausage and cream cheese spiked with Cognac. These are just 


a few of the innumerable great roles the savory sausage plays in cookery.

Potée Lorraine 


To many Americans, Alsace-Lorraine 
means Quiche Lorraine, that marvelous 
tart with bacon, cheese, and a rich cus- 
tard (we have adapted it on page 42); 
to others it means Choucroute Garnie a 
'Alsacienne (on page 39, we give you a 
version of this famous dish). The Potée 
Lorraine. shown opposite, is another fa- 
mous dish from what is called “the wine 


cellar, granary, and pantry of France.” 


2 cups (a 16-ounce package) white 
pea or navy beans 

15 (or so) whole white peppercorns 

l4 teaspoon dried thyme 

4 bay leaves 

2 medium onions, peeled, each stuck 
with 2 cloves 

14 pound piece cured bacon 

1 3-pound smoked pork shoulder or 
smoked pork tenderloin 

1 14- or 2-pound garlic sausage 

4 small white turnips, peeled

To prepare this dish properly and with 
style. you need an 8- to 10-quart heavy 
casserole (what the French call a cocotte), 
with a cover, that can go to the-table. 

Two hours before the potée is’ to go on 
the stove. cover the beans with cold water 
and allow them to soak. Since ingredients 
cook for different lengths of time, they 
must be added in the right order. 

First drain the beans and pour into the 
casserole. Tie up the peppercorns, thyme. 
and bay leaves in a little cheesecloth bag 
Add the 


onions. bacon, and smoked pork. Cover 


and add it to the casserole. 


with cold water and bring up to a boil 
over moderate heat. Skim off any scum 
Reduce heat. 


that rises to the surface. 


cover. and simmer for two hours. Mean- 
while. puncture the sausage with a fork 
so it won't break its skin when cooking.

At the end of the first cooking period, add 
the sausage and turnips. Simmer for 30 
minutes. then add the carrots, and sim- 
mer another 30 minutes. 

Now bring a large kettle of salted water 
to a boil. Add the cabbage. Bring to a 
boil again, reduce heat to simmer, cook 
uncovered for 20 minutes. When the potée 
is cooked. lift the three meats from the 
casserole, carve, and arrange on a suit- 
able heated platter. Remove and discard 
the herb sack. 

Since the potée, which means a potful 
or jugful, is somewhat liquid, it is best 
served in large. heated soup plates or 
bowls not only with knives and forks 


but with large spoons. Serves 8

At least a million Americans seem to have “discovered” Spain and Por- 
tugal in the last few years. Perhaps we may now consider our long- 
standing debt to Ferdinand, Isabella, Columbus & Co., as repaid in full. 

It is about time, too, that Americans at home discovered. or redis- 
covered, Spanish wines (at least Rioja, Valdepenas, and Montilla, to cite 
but three), and Portuguese wines. It is a pleasure to report that at least 
some sort of start has been made. 

On the whole, there are certainly no better wines for the money. Even 
leaving price out of consideration, there are, for my taste, no red wines 
in the world so fairly comparable to the best of France as the best Riojas: 
no cheap table wines for daily drinking more consistently agreeable than 
the sound young Valdepenas; no more interesting wine to serve with sea- 
food or even paella than chilled Montilla; nor, for that matter, is there 
a wine more likely to please a freshman wine drinker than Portuguese 
rosé. 

There is, of course, vast unexplored territory beyond; how many 
Americans have ever heard of Rueda or Toro or Yecla, or even of Vega 
Sicilia and Valbuena, which are, although I think quite undeservedly, by 
far the most expensive table wines of Spain? 

\s you must know if you have been there, or will unquestionably 
learn if you go, it.is almost impossible to travel in Spain and Portugal 
without becoming, at least to some extent, a wine drinker. Our Iberian 
iriends take their wine a little more unconcernedly than the French and 


make no great fuss about it. You will rarely (Continued on page 138)

cee a sommelier, or wine steward, 
except in a few deluxe hotels and 
very expensive restaurants. You 
W ill find French and German wines 
on some of the wine lists in these 
places, but almost always wines 
that are too old, badly chosen, 
vastly overpriced—wines __ for 
snobs, not for true experts or real 
wine lovers. You will soon decide 
to leave your vintage chart in 
your suitcase and drink the wines 
of the country. 

Wine is everywhere. It comes 
to the table almost as automati- 
cally as coffee in the United 
States. By American standards it 
is always very cheap, often as 
cheap as bottled water. It is hard- 
ly ever bad, and if you make an 
effort to learn something about it, 
you will find yourself drinking 
bottles that are distinguished and 
even memorable. 

If you care to picnic, as many 
do when traveling by car, your 
hotel will put up lunch for you. 
You can get everything from de- 
lectable cold roast pigeon to cold 
potato omelette, which is a good 
deal better than it sounds. Or, 
if you have a more adventurous 
heart, you can buy the necessary 
elements in almost any village— 
hard-crusted, astonishingly snow- 
white bread; the incomparable 
ham of Spain, jamon_ serrano 
(which is like prosciutto but, at 
least to my taste, much better) ; 
the rather mild manchego cheese 
from Don Quixote’s country of 
La Mancha; and, in_ infinite 
abundance, excellent fresh fruit. 

All this calls for wine. If you 
have your own empty bottle you 
can have it filled with vino de 
grenel (which means open or un- 
bottled wine) in any wineshop for 
about a quarter, possibly for a 
dime. As a precaution, you may 
want to drink a glass of the wine 
before they fill your bottle—it 
will probably cost you a nickel, 
and you can try others if you 
don’t like the first one. 

We have been describing here

Its advantage over its French 
and Italian counterparts is that 
most of the vineyards producing 
it are in arid, upland country, of- 
ten 1.500 feet above sea level, 
with an incredibly small yield 
per acre, well below that of any 
other commercial vineyards in the 
world. 

Somewhat the same climatic 
and geographical conditions are 
responsible for the remarkably 
high quality of what is made in 
Spain’s only district of great—I 
use this word advisedly, and I re- 
peat—great table wines. This, the 
Rioja, is one of the most inter- 
esting wine-growing countries on 
earth, and American wine drink- 
ers should know much more about 
it than they do. 

In every Spanish hotel or res- 
taurant above the rank of a vil- 
lage fonda, if you ask for a wine 
list you will get one. Almost un- 
failingly, apart from some ran- 
dom additions, it will be a list of 
Riojas. This is nothing short of 
astonishing in a country of wine 
drinkers, especially since the 
Rioja produces less wine than at 
least ten other Spanish provinces. 
Its preeminence, everywhere. is 
acknowledged and _ uncontested. 
All of which should mean some- 
thing, and it does. 

Defined and delimited by Span- 
ish law, the Rioja district lies 
just off the famous old main 
Highway No. 1 of Spain, which 
runs from Madrid to France. It is 
about 70 miles due south of the 
seaport of Bilbao, the most im- 
portant of northern Spain, and 
just over a hundred miles south- 
west of Biarritz and San Sebas- 
tian. Yet, in order to get there, 
you have to cross what amounts 
to a continental divide, ending up 
at about 2,000 feet above sea lev- 
el, in the high upper basin of 
Spain’s greatest river, the Ebro.

items: an inexpensive dry white;

finer third, this usually in Rhine- 
wine bottles: a lighter bodied red 
“Clarete.” packed like Bordeaux;

ened “Vina” Something (vina 
means vineyard). in Burgundy 
bottles: finally, an older “Re- 
serva’ or “Gran Reserva,” almost 
always very good, often remark- 
able. In addition, each of the var- 
ious wines is often given a whol- 
ly meaningless, made-up name by 
which it can be identified, as Dia- 
mante, Glorioso, Imperial. My 
best advice is forget about these 
and put your confidence in the 
shipper’s name, once you have 
found a wine that pleases you. 
Second to the Riojas in impor- 
tance, and even more remarkably 
inexpensive. are the red and 
white wines called Valdepenas. 
Until very recently, this was a 
sort of catchall name given to a 
vast ocean of wine (good vin ordt- 
naire, for the most part) pro- 
duced south of Madrid, in Don 
Quixote’s old of La 
Mancha. The best of it always 
came from around the town of 
Valdepenas, on the main High- 


province 


way No. 4, which runs south from 
Madrid to Granada and Seville. A 
government decree finally clari- 
fied matters. and today only the 
town of Valdepenas itself and a 
few adjoining villages may use 
the name: the rest (an insignifi- 
trifle of some 120 million 
gallons a year) must henceforth 
be sold as “Vino de la Mancha.”

White Valdepenas, often served 
insuficiently chilled in Spain, is 
a dry, rather full-bodied, golden 
wine. with plenty of character 
and flavor. The red is almost as 
light in color as a dark rosé, well- 
balanced, fairly high in alcohol. 
with considerable fruit and none 
of the harshness and commonness 
that one too often finds in inex- 
pensive reds. Both are produced 
at about 2.000 feet above sea lev- 
el. at a latitude well north of San 
Francisco, in rolling upland coun- 
try where only the vine will grow, 
since the climate is almost as dry 


as Arizona. Both wines have a 
distinction the ordinary wines of 
La Mancha entirely lack.

From just south of 
Barcelona. An interesting if un- 
distinguished dry white 
fresh, agreeable, surprisingly low 
in alcohol. It also serves as the 
base wine Villafranca 
del Panadés. in the best sparkling

Tarragona. Produces an enor- 
mous volume of every kind of 
wine, much of it fortified. The 
full-bodied reds are often used in 
sangria, an increasingly popular 
wine punch.

Montilla. From a delimited dis- 
trict north of Malaga, just south 
of Cordoba. Unlike the others 
listed above. this is one of the 
great wines of Spain. It perhaps 
belongs in this article (our sub- 
ject being table wines) only by 
courtesy, for in reality it is Sher- 
rys little country cousin, often 
drunk as an apéritif. Yet no less 
often, and most agreeably, it ac- 
companies food. 

The sort of Montilla that goes 
with food—most admirably with 
fried fish, shellfish, and

the driest and lightest one of all, 
properly called fino. It is as pale 
as Chablis. as dry as a wine well 
can be. almost salty, with a faint 
overtone in its bouquet reminis- 
cent of hazelnuts or the very best 
salted almonds.

Phe big stitch is a creative chal- 
lense to the experienced and in- 
experienced alike. 

For all the designs shown, only 
three basic stitches—single cro- 
chet, double crochet, and the slip 
stitch—have been used. Direc- 
tions are simple. If you are a 
novice, practicing the stitches 
will make them easy to master. 

If you are an experienced cro- 
cheter and want to go into com- 
plicated patterns, you will find 
that many can be worked in the 
big stitch, that colors can be com- 
manded to do what you wish. 
Some of the projects—in particu- 
lar, the rug made of jute squares 
—will appeal to husbands and 
sons. Give your men crocheters a 
square at a time to work, and 
reap the rewards of family par- 
ticipation. 

The accessories shown on pages 
128-129 are worked in a variety of 
materials. The directions you 
send for will specify which yarn 
and hook size to use. For sources, 
see shopping information listed 
at the end of this article. 


General Directions 


Double or triple strand. When 
directions call for either of these, 
roll yarn into separate balls. If 
one skein remains at end, divide 
it into two or three equal balls. 
Double or triple strands are 
treated as one strand in direc- 
tions. 

Attaching new yarn and finish- 
ing. A new color is attached by 
tying a knot when end of row is 
reached and two loops of the last 
stitch remain on hook. Tie close 
to loops so knot can be pulled 
under and hidden.

Be able to put your hands on 
sturdy planks, handsaw, hammer, 
and nails to fortify windows and 
doors, if a storm grows violent. 

Emergency supplies: Into your 
stockpile of canned and dried 
foods, you can add a gourmet se- 
ries of the freeze-dried foods that 
sustained our astronauts. 

For times when taps may run 
dry or pollution may make it un- 
safe to drink water from usual 
sources, fill bathtubs, basins, bot- 
tles, and other containers with an 
emergency supply. 

Buttoning up your house: When 
storm warnings go out, take in or 
anchor down all outdoor furni- 
ture and other objects that could 
be hurled through the walls of 
your house. 

Also necessary to be tethered 
are awnings. Roll up and strap 
down. or take indoors. Secure the 
garage door, and be sure brakes 
are on. Fill the tank. Gasoline 
service may be halted by a storm. 

Large picture windows can be 
taped to make them more wind- 
resistant. Use strong wrapping, 
masking, or cellophane tape, ap- 
plied grid-style to the window. 

For any replacement of broken 
consider using safety 
glass. Tempered or laminated and 
shatterproof, like glass in an au- 
tomobile windshield, safety glass 
cannot explode into flying shards, 


panes, 


as can ordinary glass. 
trees all dead

into deadly missiles by savage 
winds. Where limbs are too close 
to lead-in telephone or electric 
wires, ask the power company if 
they will cut away these hazards.

W hat do you look for in sorting lentils before cooking? Odds 
and ends such as weed seed, dried soil, known as a “dobie,” even 
tiny stones, all or any one of which may be mixed in with the 
lentils.

Wren is the greenhouse tomato season? There are two: the one 
that starts this month, October, and runs through December; 
and the one that starts in February and runs to about July. Grown 
under rigidly controlled conditions in glass “farms,” this is a 
really remarkable fruit (the government calls the tomato a veg- 
etable)—firm, fine-textured, tender, with a distinct fresh-from- 
the-vine flavor. You can distinguish greenhouse tomatoes by the- 
green calyx (the stem) which is left on, and by the perfect 
shape and flawless skin. These tomatoes are babied from the 
day they are planted until they reach you. Naturally, you pay a 
premium for such perfection. One of their many virtues is their 
staying power. They will stay fresh and firm for days at room 
temperature. In fact, the growers suggest you do not refrigerate 
them, thus savoring them at their best. 


Siena you cool hot foods before refrigerating them? No. The 
sooner you get the foods (meats, vegetables, etc.) into the re- 
frigerator, the better they will be when you come to eat them 
up. Cover securely, of course. In. the old days of iceboxes with 
poor insulation, cooks did not refrigerate immediately because 


it tended to melt the ice, but that problem doesn’t exist today. 


W nat is the difference between winter and summer squashes? 
Actually, the terms “winter” and 
because all are available most of the year in one form or another. 
The soft-shelled squashes are: Yellow Crookneck, Straightneck, 
Zucchini, Cocozelle, and Scallop or Pattypan. With these, no 
matter how they are prepared, you eat both skin and seeds.

Wry wont my cream sometimes whip? You can buy cream 
for various uses. and if the cream does not contain enough buiter- 
fat, 36 percent to 40 percent (known as heavy or whipping 
cream), it won’t whip. “The cream with the least butterfat,” re- 
ports Today's Food Market of Kansas State University, “has only 
18 percent butterfat. Although labeled as cream, the label won't 
tell you the butterfat content. But you will find this information 
on the containers of coffee cream (30 percent) and light cream 
(30 percent to 35 percent).” A lesson to all of us. Read labels, 
all labels, before you put your money on the line. 


A: what point do you stop whipping before cream turns to 
butter? You can’t be that specific, because so many factors 
are involved. The butterfat content (it should be 36 percert to 
40 percent); the age of the cream (two days old, at least. for 
the best volume); the temperature of the cream, bowl, beater 
(all should be thoroughly chilled). Assuming all those speci 
fications are met. the authors of Mastering the Art of French 
Cooking say, for lightly beaten: “Beat the cream until the beater 
leaves light traces on the surface of the cream and a bit of cream 
lifted and dropped on the surface will just retain its shape.” 
For cream that requires more body: “Continue beating for a few 
seconds more or until cream is a little bit stiffer and forms 
soft peaks.” Beyond that you are courting trouble, because the 
chances are the cream will turn to butter. To hold beaten cream, 
if necessary, beat in a little sugar. This stabilizes it somewhat. 
‘ 
i it true that onions lose some flavor when frozen? Yes. But 
that’s easy to solve. Simply adjust your recipes accordingly. 
Use more onions. 


W hat is the value in using a flan ring to bake a pie shell? 
The most important is that the pastry, especially the bottom, 
bakes through better. Although pie pans can be used, Paula 
Peck says in her The Art of Fine Baking, “Flan rings give the 
best and most attractive results.” Flan rings are available in 
rectangular, square, and round shapes. Essentially a metal hoop, 
with no top or bottom, usually about an inch high, flans are 
placed on a cookie sheet, then lined with the pastry. All shops 
specializing in fine cooking equipment carry flan rings in various 
sizes and shapes. 


fie it true the color of the skin of potatoes makes a difference in 
their cooking performance? No. What does make the difference 
in potatoes is not the color but rather the specific gravity of the 
potato. Specific gravity means the ratio of solids to water. The 
higher the specific gravity, or the ratio of solids to water, the 
more mealy or flaky the potato will be when cooked. 


Soak 
in bleach water (about 34 cup of the bleach to a gallon of 
water), then wash thoroughly.

OOD FLOORS: NEW SURPRISES 


Something rather marvelous has happened to the unobtrusive, taken-for- 
granted wood floor. Within the space of a few years, this used-for-centuries 
material has turned up in colors as varied as the light spectrum; in wood tones 
from lightest birch to deepest ebony; in finishes that virtually defy wear; and 
in shapes both new and reminiscent of 18th-century sumptuousness. 

Color is the newest mantle for wood flooring. As little as three years ago, no 
one was taking color-stained oak floors very seriously. Now, contractors are 
busy staining strip floors in subtle tints, and prefinished block flooring is sold 
with bold colorings. 

Note that the word “ 
souls painting hardwood floors, stains overwhelmingly predominate. As you 


stain” is used. While there may be a few misguided 
can see on the opposite page, stains impart a robin’s egg blue, or a cranberry, 
or a lemon distinction to the wood and at the same time highlight, rather than 
hide, the fascinating contours of the natural grain. Where in the world would 
you use it? 

Well. a Fire Island couple recently finished their living-area oak floors in 
white stain, then covered one portion near a furniture grouping with a corn- 
flower-blue fluffy rug. Their guests find it an exciting innovation. Or consider 
a Pasadena family with five children who had red oak floors in their playroom 
stained a fire-engine red and left the floor uncovered. And in a lakeside home 
near Minneapolis, a creamy-yellow stain was applied to the sunroom floor. A 
section of the wood was then covered with openwork straw-colored matting. 


When stain is mentioned, changing the tone of the natural wood color also 
comes to mind. This, too, is happening as never before. While no one wants to 
disregard the beauty of natural oak or maple (still enormously popular), 
decorators and designers are experimenting with the entire range of wood 
tones. Floors in a Vermont ski lodge, for example, made up of second-grade 
random oak planks, are stained a dark, almost black shade that makes a 
striking contrast with chalk-white walls and ceilings. 

Staining less than the best grade of hardwood flooring is a decorating idea 
that is catching on. As you may know, grades applied to hardwood floors refer 
only to surface appearance, not to strength or durability. On the face of lesser 
grades will appear such things as knots, mineral streaks, small checks, and 
other slight imperfections. Many people purposely buy a second or third grade 
to gain a rustic effect on floors. 

Staining is only half the news about wood tones. Variety is the other half. 
During Colonial days, softwood flooring, notably pine, was common. Today. 
some homes are still floored with pine, but oak is far and away the number-one 
choice. Now add to that list maple, beech, birch, pecan, walnut, cherry. 
angelique (Guiana teak), panga-panga, Rhodesian teak, Thailand teak, ash 
and kerriwood. among others. Credit veneers and the advances in hardwood 
plywood for such a wide range. It’s true, of course, that some of these species

How to find 
your way around- 


THE 
WHISKIES 


By ROBERT JAY MISCH 
Author of “Quick Guide to Wine” 


“What'll it be?” When the host asks the question, 
three out of four ask for whiskey. And while the U.S. 
Government recognizes 29 distinct types of whiskey, 
only six have really survived Prohibition: Rye, 


Scotch, Bourbon, Canadian, Irish, and the blends. 


All whiskey, by definition, is “an alcoholic distillate made 
from the fermented mash of grain’ —and amazing how many 
variations there are to that theme! Whiskey. by the way, is 
spelled “whisky” when it’s Scotch or Canadian (or Jap- 
anese!) and “whiskey” with the “e” when it’s anything 
else, including Irish. 

Where whiskey came from is a moct question. The Irish 
claim the distinction for their Uiage-Beatha. arguing that 
Patrick, patron saint of Ireland, was a brewer and that whis- 
key is nothing more than distilled beer. His was the 5th 
Century A.D.—early enough. But other anthropological 
sleuths, with no desire to denigrate the Emerald Isle’s claim 
to fame, insist that alcohol (which requires only starch or 
sugar, water, and yeast for its making) probably goes back 
to the dawn of recorded history, and that the Stone Age cul- 
tures can be considered late in their familiarity with the 
stuff. More precisely, a man named Jabir Geber, an Ara- 
bian alchemist, is credited with having discovered the proc- 
ess of distillation in the 8th Century, but he lacked imag- 
ination. All he could think of was making gold from lead—- 
instead of grain. It was five centuries later that Dr. Arnaud 
de Villeneuve, a professor of medicine at the University of 
Montpellier, in France, let some trickle down his throat and, 


for the first time, discovered its palatability. Cheers. Arnaud! 


Perhaps more interesting and pertinent than where it came 
from is “Where is it going?” And to answer that. we must 


first know what it is. Let’s take the various types of whis- 
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key, one by one, in the order of their relative importance. 

Bourbon is our principal tipple and the major whiskey of 
the world. Bourbon is entitled even to capitalization, de- 
riving its name from Bourbon County, Kentucky. In 1964, 
to honor the 175th anniversary of the first distillation of 
Bourbon in 1789 by the Rev. Elijah Craig (and just inci- 
dentally io protect the name from foreign use), Congress 
passed a resolution honoring Bourbon as “a distinctive pro- 
duct of the United States” and hence worthy of its unique 
Varsity “B.” 

To explain what Bourbon is requires a little reference to 
the legal, viz.: “Bourbon is a whiskey, distilled at not ex- 
ceeding 160 proof, from a fermented mash of not less than 
51 percent corn grain and reduced to 125 proof or less prior 
to storage in charred, new oak containers for not less than 
two years, and bottled at not less than 80 proof.” Nothing 
whatsoever may be added to Bourbon whiskey except dis- 
tilled water, to adjust the proof. 

While born in Kentucky, it is made today in half a dozen 
other states. but it always adheres to the above formula or 
improves on it. For instance, every distiller knows that more 
corn makes for a lighter body, while the more small grain 
(rye. mostly) the more amenable to longer aging the whis- 
key becomes. Seventy percent corn, 20 percent rye, and 10 
percent malted barley would make what a purist might call 
real Bourbon—not just what the law allows. 

Then there is the matter of water. Kentucky prides itself 
on its limpid, pure limestone water gurgling out of the 
mountainsides, but limpid, pure limestone water gurgles out 
of other mountainsides, in other states. And yeasts are not 
unique, though special strains are greatly prized and as- 
siduously cultivated and protected. In many cases, they spend 
their nights in a safe. During prohibition, some yeasts were 
even sent to Canada for safekeeping until repeal should 


come—if ever. 


Distilling of all whiskies is about the same. Here’s what 
happens in making Bourbon: The grains—corn, rye, wheat, 
etc.—are mixed with barley that has been allowed to sprout. 
The enzymes of the sprouted barley take over and convert 
the grain starches into fermentable sugar. If some of the 
spent mash from yesterday’s “run” is added to this brew, 
you have what is known as “sour mash” Bourbon: if not, 
you have “sweet mash.” There is nothing really sour or 
sweet about either, but the end-taste is different. Then the 
yeast is added. and the mash goes to the fermenting tanks 
where. for 36 hours or so, it burbles and bubbles like a 
witch’s cauldron. When it stops, it has become what they call 
“beer” and is ready for distillation. 

Bourbon is distilled in a column or patent still, a huge 
thing. stories high. Hot, hot steam comes in the bottom— 
the “beer” is led in at the top. The hot steam vaporizes the 
aleohcl and some of the water in the beer and takes it to 


the top of the still, where it (Continued on page 16%

A house built in one day? It’s happening 
right now in a sprinkling of factories 
through the United States, Canada, Eu- 
rope, Russia, England, and Australia. Less 
than one day, in fact. Technology has 
reached a point where a house, minus its 
foundation but otherwise completely fin- 
ished and furnished, is assembled in four 
hours. 

The real surprise is not that a few pio- 
neers are advancing beyond experimenta- 
tion, but that this production represents 
such an infinitesimal slice of the total 
housing pie. In the U.S., about one percent 
of all housing units were built in a factory 
during 1967. Our great grandchildren will 
probably look back at the 1960’s and be 
puzzled by the fact that we sent super- 
sophisticated space capsules spinning 
around the earth, and, on the ground, still 
built most of our homes as if the machine 


had never been invented. 


Our progeny would be both justified and 
unjustified. We do have the capabilities 
now for manufacturing homes on a pro- 
duction line. just as we turn out cabin 
cruisers and Cadillacs. But as yet no manu- 
facturer has proved conclusively that a 
totally manufactured home is always 
more economical on its site. When ship- 
ping, land development, and financing 
costs are added to the factory-assembled 
house, it often is no more than competitive 
with conventionally built houses in the 
same area. Moreover, the factory-built 
house represents only a new and very small 


corner of the total concept of prefabrica- 
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tion. There is much more to the picture. 
For example, are you aware that pre- 
fabrication, as we understand it today, is 
not at all new? When the English sailed 
to Cape Ann in 1624, they brought with 
them a panelized house of wood, set up 
for use by the fishing fleet. The great Crys- 
tal Palace, built in London in 1851, was 
prefabricated of wood, glass, cast and 
wrought iron. Skillings and Flint, Boston 
lumber dealers, shipped a number of pan- 
elized houses to the Union Army during 
the Civil War. And the Hodgson company, 
now of Hartford, Connecticut, began pre- 
fabricating structures in 1892, and today 
remains the oldest home manufacturer. 
Viewed in even more fundamental terms. 
prefabrication is as ancient as civilization. 
The Egyptians precut huge stones to build 
the Pharaohs’ tombs. In the 13th Century 
A.D., the Flemish were prefabricating ve- 
neered panels and moldings for interior 
decoration. It is inconceivable that you live 
in a home or apartment right now which 
does not contain a number of prefabricated 
elements. Windows. for example, are fin- 
ished in the mill and shipped within their 
own casing, ready to drop into framing. 
Many exterior doors are produced and 
packaged in the same way. Kitchen cabi- 
nets arrive at the site ready to use—or at 


least in parts, not pieces. 


Prefabrication also means panelization. 
And a panel, in this use of the word, is de- 
fined as a completed or nearly completed 
section of the house. A wall section, for 
example. might be made up of wood fram- 
ing. insulation, interior wallboard, and ex- 
terior sheathing. Ordinarily, this panel is 
produced in four-foot widths and_ the 
height of the exterior wall. Roofs, interior 
partitions, and floors have all been pan- 
elized at one time or another. Nearly every 
home manufacturer in this country relies 
either partly or altogether on panels to 
produce their house shells. Panels are easy 
to assemble on a production line, store 
flat for shipment, and do cut down erection 
time at the site. The sequence photographs. 
overleaf, illustrate the use of panels. 

Another direction taken by the industry 
leads to whole components of houses.

able housing in New York, one that has 
caught the imagination of New Yorkers and 
triggered a wave of requests for informa- 
tion on rentals. Whether the project will \ 
ever get under way is a moot point. But it 
is Rudolph’s opinion that the mobile-home 
industry, more than any other, has the ca- 
pacity and know-how to produce the indi- 
vidual units to make up this project. 

According to Architectural Record. “Ru- 
dolph believes that given the opportunity 
to properly design, upgrade, and test its 
product as the basic unit for a project of 
the magnitude of the Graphic Arts Center 
[the project shown], the mobile-home in- 
dustry could become the leader in light- 
weight steel box-frame technology. meeting 
this nation’s and the world’s great need 
for handsome, well-engineered. low-cost 
dwelling units.” 

Materials employed in unitizéd housing 
aren't limited to wood and steel. The H. B. 
Zachry Co. of San Antonio, and Stressed 


Structures. Inc. of Littleton. Colorado. have

Science Corp. (a spinoff from Purdue Uni- 
versity) aims to house the world’s millions 
in foamed plastic structures. In fact, ex- 
perimentation in component building is 
moving, it seems, in all directions simul- 
taneously. New systems appear in the news 
almost weekly. 

Many of these systems are directed to- 
ward low-cost housing, and well they should 
be. Housing is an enormous world problem. 
But it would be a mistake to assume that 
prefabrication is a system geared only to 
sheltering low- to middle-income families. 
One could safely say that during 1968, a 
dozen over-$100,000 homes will be built 
using a form of prefabrication. Scholz 
Homes, Kingsberry, National, and many 
others offer a number of models in the mid- 
dle range from $20,000 to $50,000. Pre- 
fabrication does now and will continue to 
cut directly through all price levels. 

Despite feverish activity in the field on 
the part of many industries and the long 
history of prefabrication, the system still 
carries a slight stigma in the minds of some 


people. Words like jerrybuilt and cracker- 


box crop up in their conversation. The 
antecedents of this attitude are probably as 
diverse as political theories in France. But 
some of it certainly reaches back to World 
War II when Quonset huts and other varia- 
tions on prefabrication were thrown up as 
fast as possible to meet an instant demand 
for service housing. Some of these units 
were leaky and cold. Some, indeed, looked 
shabby after a couple of years. But these 
structures were intended to be temporary, 


not permanent. (Continued on page 268)

Tired of static art—the touch-me-not kind 
that does nothing but hug a wall or cling 
to a pedestal ? 

Wave your arms in Howard Jones’s 
“Sonic Games Chamber,” and trigger a 
burst of programmed sound. Dial a num- 
ber in Marta Minujin’s multimedia phone 
booth, and see lights change, smoke rise, 
tinted water climb the walls. Tread on art 
in Lila Katzen’s “light floors,” transpar- 
ent plastic surfaces whose glowing pat- 
terns are created by fluorescent tubes. 
Crawl into Lucas Samaras’ sadistic mir- 
rored box and contemplate yourself as an 
infinity (but watch those finite mirrored 
spikes! ). 

It’s no trick at all these days to partici- 
pate in an Environment, an ambitious 
new art form that attempts to enclose the 
viewer in a microcosm of vivid sensory 
stimuli. Where once art, by intention, 
“distanced” itself from the viewer, to- 
day’s new environments simply can’t 
leave him alone. Surrounding him on 
every side, they blitz him with lights, 
sounds, smells, even air currents—and 
produce kinesthetic sensations that range 
from psychedelic dizziness to a feeling of 
walking weightless through infinite space. 


“The term ‘environment,’ ” writes, Al- 
lan Kaprow, who specialized in the genre 
before he became the Aeschylus of Hap- 
penings. “refers to an art form that fills 
an entire room (or outdoor space), sur- 
rounding the visitor and consisting of any 
materials whatsoever.” 

Materials! Umberto Boccioni, who dar- 
ingly incorporated part of a wooden win- 
dow frame in a piece of futurist sculpture 
around 1911, would gasp at the variety of 
means and matter that today’s environ- 
mental artists use—strobe lights, soft and 
rigid plastics, mirrors, electronic music, 
neon and fluorescent tubes, weather bal- 
loons, even laser beams. 

And their finished oeuvres run an 
amazing esthetic and emotional gamut— 
from such simple devices as Les Levine’s 
“Star Machine.” a stroll-through plastic 
bubble that gives participants a “perfor- 
mance feeling,” to Tony Martin’s “Game 
Room,” an electronically programmed 
chamber that helps the “player” to create 
an environment according to his mood. 

“Painting and sculpture are obsolete.” 
writes Willoughby Sharp—director of 
New York’s Kineticism Press and an im- 
presario of  kinetic-environmental art 
shows—in the catalog of “Air Art,” a 
currently circulating exhibition devoted 
to artists who work with (yes!) air. 
“They are irrelevant to our contemporary 


technological situation. . . . One of the 














| primary accomplishments of the new art 
js that it has enabled the spectator to feel 
more part of his physical environment. 
He actually can enter the work. It can be 
walked over. under, through, as well as 
around.” 

In the course of such kinesthetic ex- 
plorations. he might have added. the 
“walker” can expect to encounter every 
kind of “perceptual” experience. In Bra- 
 zil’s pavilion at the Venice Biennale this 
summer, for instance, you could relive 
the birth process by squeezing through 
Lygia Clark’s environment. “The House 
is the Body.” a series of womblike rooms 
filled with balloons. rubber balls. and 
other impedimenta. 

A cooler, less clinical experience was 
_ provided in the Belgian Pavilion by Luc 
_ Peire’s “Environnement.” a blank white 
cube that opened ‘to reveal a mirrored 
floor and ceiling. The mirrors reflected 
four “orchestrated” walls. painted in 
rhythmic black-and-white vertical _ pat- 
terns. Discreetly infiltrated by electronic 
music, the cube was intended to give the 
viewer a sensation of floating in space. 

Documenta IV, the big international 
art show at Kassel, Germany this sum- 
mer, devoted an entire section to kinetic 
and environmental art. Viewers could 
walk through such divergent surround- 
ings as “Roxy’s,” a surreal theatrical tab- 
leau by California artist Ed Kienholz that 
reproduced in minute detail a 1940's bor- 
dello (the madam had the head of a 
horse). or Dan Flavin’s “black-lighted” 
room. a darkened chamber whose walls 
were outlined by specially treated fluo- 
rescent tubes that both defined and de- 
stroyed spatial boundaries. (The “black” 
light. incidentally, latched fetchingly on- 
to spectators’ clothing and the unfilled 
sections of their teeth. ) 


One of the most complex and explora- 
tive shows of environmental art to date 
took place last spring at Kansas City’s 
Nelson Gallery of Art. Called “The 
Magic Theater,” it aimed at providing 
“perceptual” experiences via highly pro- 
grammed works by eight technologically 
oriented artists working with the new 
concepts—Charles Ross. 
Terry Riley (a musician), Stanley Lands- 
man, James Seawright, Stephen Antona- 
kos, Boyd Mefferd. Howard Jones, and 
Robert Whitman. 

The phrase “Magic Theater” comes

from Hermann Hesse’s novel “Steppen- 
wulf,” where it is used to describe a men- 
tal state reached by the protagonist in 
which he seems to enter cubicles of dif- 
fering psychic experience. It eventually 





proved it was an apt title for the show. 

One psychic shocker, for instance, was 
Boyd Mefferd’s “Strobe-Lighted Floor,” 
a level surface set in a darkened room 
and paved with square Lucite panels. As 
strobe lights fired off randomly under the 
panels, they illuminated the room with 
what seemed like flashes of lightning, 
double- and triple-imaging the partici- 
pants and slowing their movements down 
to silent-film animation. 

Stanley Landsman’s “Infinity Cham- 
ber,” a walk-in cubicle lined with solid 
and see-through mirrors and paved with 
6,000 tiny light bulbs, provided experi- 
ence of another dimension. Stepping into 
the box alone. viewers found themselves. 
in the words of one. “isolated in what 
seemed like interplanetary space.” 

More subtle effects were produced by 
James Seawright’s “Electronic Peristyle,” 
an immensely complicated structure di- 
rected by an electronic brain, set in a 
transparent globe and surrounded by 
twelve columns. By moving in the circu- 
lar arena between the brain and its pro- 
grammed columns. the viewer cued the 
release of sounds, lights, and air currents. 

To Ralph T. Coe. assistant director of 
the Nelson Gallery and the man who de- 
vised the show. the Magic Theater con- 
cept represents an important new kind of 
thinking about art. in which the visual 
form of the work is far less important 
than the “perceptual effect” it produces 
in the viewer. The spectator. in fact, be- 
comes a collaborator with the artist. 


“T think of the Magic Theater as an in- 
teracting arena of the mind.” Mr. Coe 
says. “Its artists want to induce creative 
states within us by bringing about de- 
signed and planned sensory experiences. 
Walking through the show is a form of 
mental catharsis because you are psychi- 
cally bombarded in such a way as to open 
you up for facing new experiences.” 

Many environmental artists are con- 
cerned minimally, if at all, with turning 
out “objects” in the sense of individual 
paintings or sculptures. They are, they 
say. more interested in process, the cre- 
ative ferment, than in product. “The new 
audience is less interested in collecting 
items than in storing experiences.” says 
Otto Piene. a young German artist who 
works environmentally with light. 

Actually, the idea of environmental art 
—that of a “surround” providing us with 
numerous sensory stimuli—is not all that 
new. The concept was well expressed, it 
could be argued, in the great cathedrals 
of the Middle Ages—actual mixed-media 
works that appealed to the senses via 


lighting effects, music, art, tactile, spatial, 
and olfactory stimuli. 

An early individual artist working with 
environmental effects was none other 
than Leonardo da Vinci. Among other 
esthetic experiments, he produced what 
might be called “pneumatic” environ- 
ments by inflating pig bladders, sheep in- 
testines. and other animal innards so that 
they filled an entire room, driving visi- 
tors into a corner. 

In our own time. the German artist 
Kurt Schwitters has been a pioneer in- 
fluence. Around 1924, he began trans- 
forming his house in Hanover, Germany, 
into a giant walk-in collage. adorning 
its walls and ceilings with plastic and 
wood forms and junk objects. The “Merz- 
bau.” as he called it, also included such 
theatrical devices as recessed lights. slid- 
ing panels, and, in one of the cavelike 
rooms, the sham-bloodied body of a nude 
female mannequin. 

Later, a series of surrealist exhibitions 
in Paris took environmental form. In 1938, 
for instance, Marcel Duchamp _restruc- 
tured the Galerie Beaux Arts into a large 
hall with a pool, surrounded by genuine 
grass. Beds were deployed through the 
greenery. and hundreds of sacks of coal 
hung from the ceiling. At the show’s 
opening, guests could sniff the aroma of 
roasting coffee as they listened to re- 
corded music and watched a_ female 
dancer gyrate. 

Taking a cue, perhaps, from the laby- 
rinth of Daedalus 
ment for you!) 


(there’s an environ- 
in Greek mythology. 
Duchamp later gave environmental form 
to the 1942 surrealist show, held in New 
York. by stringing the entire gallery 
space with a complex web of twine. 


The abstract-expressionist painters of 
the 40’s and 50’s—Jackson Pollock, Mark 
Rothko, Clyfford Still—whose giant can- 
vases tended to engulf the viewer—could 





also be cited as forerunners of today’s 
environmental art. So could such “light” 
artists as Thomas Wilfred, who in 1922 
developed a color organ that projected 
constantly evolving shapes and colors on 
a screen. And filmmakers such as Stan 
Van Der Beek, with their techniques of 
bouncing multiple cinematic images off 
walls and ceilings, helped give direction 
to the new form. 

To their contributions must be added 
the ideas of Allan Kaprow. a one-time 
painter who is now entirely involved with 
Happenings, a medium he can be said to 
have hatched. In the early 1950’s. Kap- 
row began doing “action-collages” of 
autobiographi- (Continued on page 175) 
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composed for electronic reproduction using a wild new lan- 
hite sound, waveforms, synthesizers, mixers, oscillators.

all ask the same question: “When wil 
you, the public, start listening to and er 
joying the sounds of the 20th Centur 
through 20th-century ears?” 

You’ve accepted pop art, psychedelij 
colors, underground movies, moder. 
dance, theatre-of-the-absurd, glass build 
ings, sleek furniture, fluorescent makeup 
and the flimsiest whims of the fashion de 
signers. Your eye is in the Now (granted 
with the aid of sunglasses), but your ea 
is in the Then. 

Why this visual-aural schizophrenia— 
the 20th-century eye and the 19th-century 
ear? Jane Marsh, a young soprano, wh¢ 
sings both traditional and contemporary 
works, explains: “Oh sure, it’s possible t¢ 
live with both types of music, but con! 
temporary is the issue. Contemporary 
music is not a matter of taste. It is part ol 
the way we live. Music is sound. People 
live by sound. When we start changing 
sound we are tampering with our psy; 
chological underpinnings.” 

Just as 20th-century alchemists have 
introduced us to mind-expanding drugs, 
so 20th-century composers and engineers 
would have us meet ear-expanding music 
—dissonant, atonal, electronic, even sci- 
entific. “It is purple music,” Miss Marsh 
says. “Music at its deepest intensity, with 
highly colored involvements. Like life to- 
day, it is complex and demanding— 
highly personal.” 


Contemporary music offers you adven- 
tures in sound the likes of which the 
world has never heard before. And you, 
you romantic you, you hang onto pretty 
pastel tunes which remind you of Old’ 
Vienna, Rhineland maidens, the glory of) 
the czars, the dear old Southland. And) 


there’s the clue! In music, one’ quickly 


learns that the opposite of contemporary |

is not traditional—it is romantic! So the } 
conflict is between a romantic public with 





its remembered music, and contemporary

“Jazz, pop music, is the truly romantic 
sic of the day,” pianist John Browning 
aims. “Nothing could be more ‘cornball 
mantic’—I don’t mean that in a deroga- 
ry sense. The Victorians were never so 
agrantly romantic. I don’t know whether 
not some of the contemporary music 
*t a reaction to the romantic popular— 
means of keeping from becoming popu- 
i .

From a performing standpoint. con- 
smporary music is “complicated and 
lust grow increasingly so.” Eugene Or- 
1andy of the Philadelphia Orchestra told 
1e. “The composers today have no place 
Ise to go. It’s like short skirts—once they 
lart going up, they must get higher and 
igher.” 

The Metropolitan Opera’s Rudolf Bing 
nds that new operas “take much longer 
» rehearse and are therefore much more 
xpensive to produce. and the public 
ates them. If I were to take an out-of- 


the-run opera on tour.” Mr. Bing warns, 
“I would be deported—in chains.” 

Richard Dufallo, who conducted the 
all-contemporary Koussevitzky Twenty- 
Fifth Anniversary concerts in New York 
last summer, points out that “there is no 
place in the entire country where you 
could go tonight—any night. every night 
—and be sure of hearing contemporary 
music. It needs to be merchandised. It 
needs a showcase that can do for it what 
the Museum of Modern Art did for con- 
temporary painting and sculpture. I’ve 
been meeting with the people from the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music on a plan 
that would turn that marvelous old hall 
into a center for 20th-century performing 
arts—drama, poetry, modern dance. and 
an orchestra that would play contempo- 
rary works exclusively.” 

Avant music is meeting its greatest suc- 
cess in partnership with modern dance 
(the visual-aid program for contempo- 
rary music). When Martha Graham, Ted 
Shawn, Agnes de Mille, Antony Tudor. 
Jerome Robbins sought to break out of 
the restrictions of classic ballet, they 
needed new music for their work. They 
searched among the contemporary com- 
posers or commissioned new works— 
Leonard Bernstein’s Fancy Free, Aaron 
Copland’s Rodeo and Billy The Kid, 
Morton Gould’s Fall River Legend, Gus- 
tav Mahler’s Kindertotenlieder. 


Today. for 


dancers, John Cage is constructing what 


the Merce Cunningham 


can best be described as kinetic music. 
through which the dancers and the music 
perform independently of each other. 
The dancer makes his entrances and exits 
to the music but his individual steps are 
not restricted by its beat. American danc- 
ers today perform to every shade of mu- 
sic from romantic to avant. Modern dance 
is, of course, a 20th-century creation. To 
exist it had to create its own audience and 
music. Not true of the current concert hall 
or opera house. 

“The problem with the concert hall.” 
mezzo Betty Allen says, “is the built-in 
audience.” Yet at the Metropolitan Opera 
Mr. Bing sees his “largely subscription, 
captive audience as a chance to be slightly 
adventurous.” For the opening of the 
new house. Samuel Barber was commis- 
sioned to write Antony and Cleopatra. 
Benjamin Britten’s Peter Grimes and 
Marvin David Levy’s Mourning Becomes 
Electra were also new to the Met that 
season. 

During rehearsals for Cleopatra, Leon- 
tyne Price told me. “This is the most chal- 


lenging role I have ever sung. even 


though Mr. Barber is tailoring it for my 
voice. I want to grow old singing Cleopa- 
tra.” At the end of one season—eight 
performances—it had been dropped by 
the Met. It must have been heartbreaking 
for Miss Price—after an evening of mag- 
nificent singing of Barber’s marvelous, 
difficult, new-sounding. underrated, and 
unfamiliar melodies—to have the curtain 
fall to polite applause. Much less compe- 
tent singing of an Aida would have had 
the audience roaring with approval. 


“Tt’s like everything else.” Mr. Bing 
says. “People like what they know. They 
come to hear those pretty little familiar 
melodies they can hum.” 

Barber’s Vanessa is a case in point. It 
has been performed 18 times at the Met 
since its premiere in 1958. Its first-act 
aria (recently recorded by Miss Price), “I 
Have Waited for You,” is lovely Barber 
music. On first hearing, the music seems 
strange and the American lyrics strained. 
But after a third hearing, the melody be- 
gins to haunt. It enters the memory. You 
are able to call it up at will. 

John Crosby, who through his Santa Fe 
opera has become an exponent of con- 
temporary opera, admits, “When I first 
heard Berg’s Wozzeck | didn’t understand 
it. I studied the music. I heard it again 
and again and each time I understood it a 
little better. In 50 or 60 years it will be a 
standard.” 

But the great news today is the music 
—electronic music—that totally bypasses 
performance. This is no electronic main- 
lining of traditional musical instruments. 
no attempt to imitate or augment piano 
or violin. It is composed on an electronic 
instrument. heard in creation over a 
sound amplifier, transferred to record, 
and played in your home over a sound 
amplifier. 

“This is the most direct relationship a 
composer can have with his audience.” 
says Morton Subotnick. whose “The Wild 
Bull” is a brilliant musical experience. 
John Pfeiffer. whose first album, “Elec- 
tronomusic Images.” has just been re- 
leased. believes “it transforms music to 
an art which, like painting and_ sculp- 
ture, is unchanging once it is completed.” 
Although they are working in a new 
world of sound. most composers of elec- 
tronic music keep their work within a fa- 
miliar musical framework. Subotnick ad- 
mits. “I hate electronic music that sounds 
electronic.” 

The heart of electronic music is the 
synthesizer with its single keyboard. 
banks of solid-state electronic circuits,

JAMES AMSTER 

To New Yorker James Amster, bath- 
rooms should have the feel of the splash- 
ing sea, wonderful-smelling soaps. the 
adventure of patterned tiles from 
Spain or Italy, clear, strong light. 


NORMAN FOSTER 


Norman Foster of Corpus Christi, 
Texas, favors a light, airy outdoor mood 
epitomized by leafy greens. Bring na- 
ture in by opening one wall onto a 
garden. For him, solitude and medita- 
tion are influencing factors. Thus he 
prefers simple, neutral color schemes. 


JAMES MERRICK SMITH 


“There's nothing prettier than an_all- 
white marble bathroom.” says James 
Merrick Smith, Coconut Grove, Flor- 
ida. His softening devices include 
luminous ceilings, plants, a mirrored 
area, antique Bristol bottles. “To see 
white tiles and green leaves reflected in 
a mirror is a happy circumstance.” 


GEORGE SiiEBEe 


George Steele. Boston, calls himself 
an 18th-century man who likes plumb- 
ing. He prefers good, workable, no- 
nonsense tiled bathrooms. “A peach col- 
or close to skin tone is the most flattering 
background.” But he says it’s a difficult 
color to find. His penchant for straight- 
forward plumbing doesn’t rule out an 
antique corner cupboard and framed 
French prints on walls. 


ANTHONY HAIL 


To San Francisco’s Anthony Hail, a 
bathroom is a place of water, steam, and 
fragrances. He prefers separate com- 
partments for plumbing fixtures. Where 
this isn’t possible, he often uses a low 
screen to effect a separation between 
tub and toilet. Heated towel racks are 
one of his pleasures. 


EMILY MALINO 

In a rented house in Washington, D.C., 
Emily Malino found a huge 1932 bath- 
room with two large windows and a 
fireplace. “It’s a curiosity—a_ period 
piece—but [I wouldn't attempt to de- 
sign such a room today,” she says. She 
likes simple bathrooms and looks for- 
ward to new pre-built one-piece units. 








EVERETT BROWN 


“Wrap it up like the inside of an old- 
fashioned French hatbox.” says New 
Yorker Everett Brown. “Cover walls, 
ceiling, and don't forget window sills 
and door frames, with a_ small-scale 
calico-print wallpaper.” Have a floor- 
to-ceiling mirror. Use tile only where 
needed around the shower. Add an an- 
tique medicine chest, an armoire or 
French baker’s rack for towels, natural 
wicker hampers, small table with ash- 
tray and table lamp. “If you can install 
French doors opening onto a garden— 
do! Don’t be afraid to decorate.” 


GEORGE VON LIPHART 


George von Liphart,. New York, envi- 
sions a grotto with slabs of natural gray 
granite on walls, rougher slabs of the 
same stone on the floor, a mirrored panel, 
white fixtures, and satin-finished pew- 
ter hardware. For color: a red rug, red 
initials on white towels. 


ADELE FAULKNER 


“Plant them, carpet them, hang _paint- 
ings,” says Adele Faulkner of Los An- 
geles. “Bathrooms should be as beautiful 
as any other room.” Good lighting is 
basic. She notes the importance for 
women of applying makeup under condi- 
tions that exist where they will spend 
their day. She suggests mirror to the 
countertop, theatrical lighting around it, 
and fluorescent lighting in the ceiling. 


MICHAEL GREER 


Michael Greer of New York is busy tear- 
ing out existing tiles and covering walls 
and ceilings with vinyl in a nondirec- 
tional custom-print design. Sometimes he 
commissions an artist to paint murals 
on vinyl or on heavy canvas, which is 
then varnished. “Bathrooms should be 
neat and handsome,” he says. 


ALBERT HADLEY 
Albert Hadley of Parish-Hadley. Inc.. 


has a tall, luxuriant tree growing in the 
middle of his bathroom. He favors clean- 
cut, sparkling efficiency, beautiful in its 
simplicity. “Decoration is out,” he says. 
“Bathrooms should be architecturally 


serene and functional.” Marvelous’

CLAUDE S. BROMMAGE 


“Its a place for realism,” says Claude 
S. Brommage of Miller & Paine in Lin- 
coln, Nebraska. Carpeting on tiled floors 
feels good, but be sensible and be sure it 
can be easily lifted and cared for. For 
women who apply makeup when stand- 
ing rather than sitting, he suggests mir- 
rors. lighting, and shelf space at the 
desired height. No sunlamps in the 
bathroom, please. 


DAVID HICKS 


Enormous bathrooms are a rare pleas- 
ure. English decorator David Hicks 
has one as big as a parlor with the tub 
ensconced in the center, a fireplace. deep 
windows. carpeting. Directoire chairs, 
a mahogany bureau, and walls covered 
with memorabilia. On the tub is a 
special reading tray large enough to 
prop up magazines. It’s an exotic con- 
cept appropriate to the 18th-century 
English country house in which he and 
Lady Pamela Hicks live. (See HOUSE 
BEAUTIFUL, March, 1968. ) 


VINCENT FOURCADE 


Vincent Fourcade of Denning & Four- 
cade Inc., New York, prefers patterned 
walls and floors of geometric patterned 
tiles. When not using tiles he puts wall- 
paper on walls and protects splash 
areas by installing clear glass over the 
paper. He believes in mirror on ceiling 
and one wall to make a small room 
bigger. His idea of luxury is a heated 
floor, white plumbing, plain chrome 
hardware. beautiful towels in plain col- 
ors. “But the important thing is to have 
a background becoming to the person 
who owns it.” he says. “And a chaise is 
delicious if you have the space.” 


WILLIAM PAHLMANN 

“Let's face it—high-rise buildings to- 
day have dinky bathrooms,” says Wil- 
liam Pahlmann. New York. “This neces- 
sitates keeping clutter to a minimum. 
The bathroom should have a sense of 
composure.” He likes antique saucers for 
soap dishes, small needlepoint rugs, and 
surfaces that can be hosed down. In 
small bathrooms he ‘suggests plain 
shower curtains. one mirrored wall. 


“Keep it light—dark colors are dismal.” 
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MABEL SCHAMBERG 


“We deserve every comfort we can de- 
vise,” says Mabel Schamberg, Chicago. 
She’s an admirer of French and _Ital- 
ian bathrooms often as large as the bed- 
room. She approves conveniences such 
as hanging space for after-tub robes. 
“Many people dress in the bathroom 
and should have a slipper chair and 
a pull-out clothes rod conveniently 
placed.” Tub trays to hold oils and 
creams can be a big asset. Generous 
counter space around the basin, on which 
to rest cosmetic bottles in use, is another 
comfort. With white marble floor and 
white fixtures, she chooses delicately 
decorated wallpaper with a silver ground. 
“Keep wall areas simple and buy color 
in towels,” is her advice. 


JOSEPH BRASWELL 


“We need more civilized bathrooms.” 
says Joseph Braswell, New York. In 
small bathrooms, civilized comfort may 
mean shallow shelves behind mirrored 
doors to take care of clutter. One lovely 
painting or one bunch of fresh roses 
in a silver bowl is a civilizing touch. 
“A stack of fresh towels within quick 
reach in each bathroom is more satis- 
fying than a central household linen 
closet.” he points out. For his own 
country house, he’s converting a tiny 
second bedroom into a_ bath-sitting 
room. It will have a chair and ottoman, 
telephone and writing table, with space 
for a tray of coffee. The room is under 
the eaves, with a serene view of meadow 
and trees—a wonderfully civilized place 
to prepare for one’s day. 


OTTO ZENKE 


“Were putting more imagination and 
thought into bathrooms today than we 
did in the recent past.” sums up Otto 
Zenke of North Carolina. “Separate 
compartments for plumbing fixtures 
makes a great deal of sense.” For floors, 
this decorator often uses vinyl tiles 
rather than ceramic. “Vinyl is softer. 
with less chance of breakage.” He likes 
recessed shelves within reach of the tub 
and above the washbasin: he believes 
they are much better than shelves that 
protrude into the room.

Pasta Ricotta 

Like almost all artists, Mr. Giobbi. a dis- 
tinguished contemporary artist, loves to 
eat. Both the good cooking of his mother 
and six years as a student in Italy have 
conspired to turn him into an outstanding 
cook. Here is the proof. 


2 pounds raw spinach 

1 pound fresh ricotta cheese 

3 eggs, lightly beaten 

2, cup freshly grated Parmesan cheese 

Handful parsley sprigs, minced 

2 teaspoons salt 

Several twists of the peppermill

1] pound elbow macaroni or other

Wash the spinach, picking it over and dis- 
carding any tough stems. Drain. Place it 
in a heavy saucepan with the water that 
clings to the leaves. Cook, stirring, only 
until the leaves are wilted. Drain well. 
When cool enough to handle, squeeze the 
spinach to remove most of the moisture. 
Chop fine. 

Combine the spinach and all remaining 
ingredients, except the pasta, and mix 
well. Keep warm. Bring 6 to 8 quarts of 
water to a rolling boil. Add the pasta and 
cook, stirring, for 2 minutes. Drain thor- 
oughly. Stir into the cheese mixture. Pour 
into a buttered baking dish and cook in a 
preheated 375° oven for 25 to 30 minutes 
or until the pasta is tender. Take care not 
to overcook. Serve with freshly grated 
Parmesan on the side. Serve to 6 or 8 with 
a bottle of Chianti.

“What does wood flooring cost 
nowadays?” 

Strip oak floors, laid and com- 
pletely finished, carry a price tag 
of around 50 to 60 cents a square 
foot. In a 12-by-18 living room, 
this would come out to about 
$120. Laminated block flooring— 
veneer over a plywood base— 
would command roughly the same 
price installed. Since putting 
down this prefinished block is 
about as easy as laying resilient 
tile, many owners install their 
own, do quite a creditable job, 
and save between 20 and 30 cents 
per square foot. 

Parquet block, made up of 
solid strips of hardwood, can be 
installed and finished for as little 
as 75 cents a square foot, and as 
much as $1.50. This assumes that 
native woods are specified. Fancy 
flooring with imported hardwoods 
can cost up to $4 a square foot. 


“My brother-in-law is handy 
with tools, and says he can re- 
sand and refinish our dining-room 
wood floors at a great saving. 
Should we let him?” 

Nothing personal against any- 
one’s relative, but the answer is 
no. One flooring contractor, who 
has owned his business for 27 
years, said he would no more 
think of refinishing the floors in 
his own home by himself than 
rebuilding the engine in his car. 
“My mechanics are trained to 
machine-sand floors,” he said. 
“Tt’s not a simple procedure, and 
even though [ve done it once or 
twice, I'd be afraid to tackle the 
job on my own. It’s too easy for a 
novice (even an accomplished do- 


it-yourselfer) to make mistakes. 


And one bad gouging by that 
heavy sanding machine can ruin a 
beautiful hardwood floor.” In 
short, you would be wise to have a 
professional do the job. 


“Must the old finish be sanded 
off before new finish is applied?”

condenses into raw whiskey, about 
150 proof. The spent mash flip- 
flops to the bottom and is sluiced 
out. Some of it becomes tomor- 
rows “sour mash” additive. as 
explained, above. The rest—cat- 
tle feed. 

“Proof” is simply a way of 
stating how much alcohol is pres- 
ent in the whiskey. Pure alcohol 
is 200 proof. Half alcohol and 
half water is 100 proof, and so 
on. The system of “proofing” 
goes back to very early days, 
when the strength of a spirit was 
determined by pouring a little on 
a pile of gunpowder and lighting 
it. A bright flare—whiskey too 
strong. A blue flame—perfect. It 
was discovered that a liquor of 
about 50-percent alcohol gave off 
this steady blue flame or “proved 
100-percent perfect;” hence, “100 
proof.” 

The new white whiskey, just 
out of the still, is 120 to 150 proof. 
It is diluted with distilled water 
and then siphoned into new 
charred white-oak casks of 50- 
gallon capacity and hauled off 
to the warehouse for a long visit 
of a legal two- but a usual four- 
year period. Charring simply 
means lightly burning the inside 
staves of the barrel. During ag- 
ing time, the white whiskey comes 
into contact with the char and, 
more important, the layer of “car- 
amel,” or wood sugars, beneath 
the char. From these, the whis- 
key takes on its color, its distinc- 
tive flavor, and is softened and 
smoothed out by complicated 
chemical changes that time and 
oak staves alone seem able to ac- 
complish. When it leaves the bar- 
rel it is 108 or 109 proof, as a 
little water has seeped out over 
the years. It is diluted again to 
desired proof of 80. 86, 90, or 
100: then it is bottled. If it is 
bottled at 100 proof, and has been 
supervised by the U.S. Govern- 
ment throughout its aging incar- 
ceration, is certified as being four 
full years old, was originally 
made of at least 51-percent corn, 
and distilled at not over 160 proof 
in a single distillery in the same 
season—then, and only then, it 
may claim to be bottled-in-bond. 
Once extremely popular, bottled- 
in-bonds account for less than ten 
percent of the total market: to- 
day’s taste has run toward lighter 
86-proof straight Bourbons. 

The finished whiskies are now 
ready for labeling and sale. All

Classic Cheese Fondue 


1 pound Switzerland Swiss cheese 
—Emmenthaler, or half Emmen- 
thaler and half natural Gruyére 

1 clove garlic, split 

Salt 

Freshly ground white pepper 

Dry white wine 

4 teaspoons cornstarch 

2 tablespoons kirsch 

Crusty Italian or French bread, 
cut into cubes 


This famous dish of fine Swiss 
cooks is simple to make but it has 
several idiosyncrasies. It must be 
made in a deep dish with a glazed 
finish that can take a high heat. 
Because of the wine, it cannot 
be cooked in metal. 

Grate the cheese, then rub the 
split garlic around the sides and 
bottom of the cooking dish. Dis- 
card garlic. Add the cheese, salt, 
and pepper and almost cover with 
wine. Cook over medium heat, 
stirring constantly with a wooden 
spatula, just until the cheese has 
melted but no longer. Take off the 
heat. Mix the cornstarch and 
kirsch into a smooth paste and stir 
into the melted cheese. Cook 2 to 
3 minutes or until the fondue is 
creamy and about as thick as a 
thin white sauce. 

Take the bubbling fondue to 
the table and set over a burner 
that should keep it just barely 
bubbling during the meal. 

To eat a fondue, each person 
spears a cube of bread on long 
forks and dips it into the lovely 
cheese mixture. This continues 
until all bread and all the fondue 
have disappeared. (Anyone so un- 
lucky as to drop his bread from 
his fork must forfeit a bottle of 
wine.) The rich golden crust that 
clings to the sides and bottom of 
the dish is a perfect and tantaliz- 
ing “last bite” to a great fondue. 


La Raclette 


This is a traditional country dish 
made in many parts of Switzer- 
land. A whole section of cheese, 
Raclette or Bagne, is held before 
an open fire or, under more mod- 
ern circumstances, an_ electric 
grill.

Is the rind on soft cheeses sup- 


posed to be eaten? 


Yes. It is left on when the cheese 
is served and eaten. Any French- 
man would tell you it’s considered 
about the best part. Typical 
cheeses with a rind are Brie and 
Camembert. 


Can freshly grated cheeses be 
stored? 


Yes, if you take the same care as 
in storing ungrated cheese. In 
short, they should be protected 
in a sealed jar. 


How is pasteurized process 
cheese made? 


It is made by mixing and beating 
several lots of natural cheese 
with emulsifying agents into a 
homogenous plastic mass and fol- 
lowing with air cooling. Obvious- 
ly it lacks the flavor of natural. 
aged cheeses, which are biologi- 
cally alive. 


What are cold-pack cheeses 
and cheese foods? 


These are sometimes called 
“potted cheeses.” Usually sold in 
crocks; the word “club” is often 
part of their name. They are a 
combination of two or more nat- 
ural cheeses, usually well-aged 
Cheddars or blues, blended with- 
out heating. Other Cheddar types 
(such as washed-curd, Colby, or 
granular) are also used in vari- 
ous combinations. Soft, unripened 
cheese, semisoft, and hard-grating 


cheeses are never used. 


Do you shred or grate cheese? 


If depends on how the cheese is 
going to be used. If for sauces, 
toppings, or casseroles, it should 
be shredded because it melts more 
satisfactorily. To shred, use the 
largest or coarsest opening on 
the flat or square grater to make 
long strips or shreds of cheese: 
or shred with the mechanical

In Cheese Varieties (Handbook 
No. 54), the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture classifies cheese thus: 
soft (ripened and unripened) ; 
semi-soft: hard; and very hard. 
There are only about 18 distinct 
types of natural cheese, no two 
of which are made by the same 
method. As the USDA handbook 
points out, it is virtually impos- 
sible to classify the different 

cheeses satisfactorily in groups. 

With the exception of the hard 
grating cheeses, all of those 
listed are table cheeses.

to tape recorders 


Which tape machine you should 
buy depends essentially on what 
you want to play or record, and 
where. Today the seven-inch open 
reel-to-reel is the standard for 
quality in recording and_play- 
back; the system is 
most widely used in autos; and 
cassettes are the most portable 
and favored for voice recording. 

However, there are three- and 


cartridge 


five-inch portable reel-to-reels that 
can be used anywhere: there are 
bookshelf-styled cartridge players; 
and cassettes designed for auto 
use as well as component players 
for existing sound systems. 

When you shop for a tape re- 
corder, the vast array of equip- 
ment may be confusing at first. It 
helps to know that all of today’s 
tape units fit into one of three 
fairly obvious categories. Within 
each, many variations are avail- 
able to fit every situation in price 
and performance. 

Reel-to-reel was the first tape 
system, and _ statistically, about 
half of the machines sold this 
year will be in this configuratien. 
When there was nothing else but 
reel-to-reel, most of us thought of 
it as luxury for the hi-fi. buffs, 
the province of professionals. 
Now much of the finest in reel- 
to-reel equipment features simpli- 
fied controls which can make al- 
most anyone come out sounding 
like an audio engineer. 

Reel-to-reel recorders range in 
$20 to $700. 
The smallest machines weigh less

In the sim- 
plest form, a tape recorder has a 
pickup head which can be com- 
pared with a phonograph needle. 
A needle picks up signals from 
the record grooves: the head 
picks them up from tape “tracks.” 

“Tracks” result when tiny me- 
tallic particles on the tape surface 
are magnetically arranged into a 
pattern. These particles stay in 
place until magnetically scattered 
again, when we say they are 
“erased.” It takes two tracks re- 
corded simultaneously via sepa- 
rate microphones to achieve stereo. 

All cassettes record at 1% 
inches per second; cartridges at 
334 ips; and reels at 1%, 3%4, 
74, and 15 ips. (Only profession- 
al units record at 15 ips.) 

The newest trend in the tape 
field is to combine tape recorders 
and players with other home 
electronics equipment in one unit. 
Examples: 

e A tape cassette recorder/ 
player linked with an AM/FM 
radio. 

e A home movie camera with a 
sound synchronizing portable cas- 
sette tape recorder. 

e A three-inch black-and-white 
TV with AM/FM radio and cas- 
sette recorder. 

e An electronic organ with a 
cassette recorder under the con- 
sole: the unit plays any cassette, 
including a training course for 
learning to play the organ.

It’s interesting that on quite a 
few U.S. college campuses, there 
remains a handful of these tem- 
porary buildings, remodeled to 
some degree over the years but 
still standing, and still comfort- 
ably housing married students 
and faculty families. 


nee great preponderance of 
prefabricated dwellings today is 
indistinguishable from conven- 
tionally built houses. The same 
materials are used. And_ the 
pieces are nailed, and screwed, 
and glued together in identical 
fashion. Where differences begin 
really works to the advantage of 
prefabrication. For example, 
compare bare framing erected in 
the field and exposed to heavy 
rain, with wall and roof panels 
assembled completely “in the 
dry.” Would you expect less 
trouble from moisture in the pre- 
fabricated home? You’d be right, 
assuming field construction was 
equally good for both houses. 

There are other advantages 
that accrue for prefabricated 
houses. Suppose you find a per- 
fect vacation site high in the 
mountains, 20 miles from the 
nearest town? Will you also find 
a local contractor who can build 
the home to your specifications? 
Quite possibly you can, but don’t 
expect quick delivery. One Penn- 
sylvania family waited two and a 
half years for a carpenter-con- 
tractor to build a simple two- 
bedroom cabin on a wooded site 
near a lake. But a componentized 
home arrives at the site in one 
package, and the contractor 
merely assembles the parts, with- 
out having to run back to town 
every other afternoon for another 
box of hinges, or a load of two- 
by-fours. 

Financing is often easier to 
obtain from a home manufac- 
turer. And you gain the advan- 
tage of paging through the firm’s 
design book. The house you see 
and like is the house you'll get. 


A RE there disadvantages? As 
mentioned above: sometimes the 
manufactured home isn’t so much 
of a saving over the locally built 
house. If the house you must have 
is produced by a firm over 400 
miles from the building -site, it’s 
unlikely youll reap much of a 
saving, if any. Customizing is 
quite possible, provided you stay 
within the bounds of the options 
offered by the manufacturer. Go

good reason why the job calls for 
a professional contractor. After 
the generator is in, the installer 
will remain your contact for ser- 
vice. 

But before you make that first 
telephone call, it’s wise to know 
some of the fundamentals about 
buying a generator. For example, 
where do the needs of a typical 
home fit into the total range of 
electric plants, running from ca- 
pacities of 500 to 400,000 watts? 
Well, five 100-watt bulbs would 
eat up the power from the small- 
est unit. More to the point, from 
a 500 watt plant you could run a 
refrigerator or the fan on your 
furnace blower—both of which 
draw about 300 watts—but not 
both at the same time. Obviously, 
500 watts is inadequate. A huge 
engine on the order of 400,000 
watts, or 400 kilowatts (same 
thing) is strong enough to pro- 
vide every electrical requirement 
for a 100-unit, high-rise apart- 
ment building. Naturally, far too 
much for any single-family house. 

Engineers at the Kohler Co., 
Kohler, Wis., a firm producing 
electric plants for nearly 50 years, 
recommend a minimum of 3KW, 
or 3,000 watts for stand-by power. 
That’s going to run a refrigerator, 
freezer, water pump, furnace mo- 
tor (or circulating hot-water 
pump), and a moderate number 
of lamps. Electric clocks would 
continue to run, and you could 
use an electric razor or listen to a 
radio without worrying about run- 
ning out of power. 


Gan you also cook? On a gas 
range, of course. But since each 
burner on an electric range draws 
from 750 to 1500 watts, you'd cer- 
tainly be limited to one burner, 
and you might barely squeeze by 
using that. The solution is to buy 
at least a 5KW plant, which is 
about the equivalent of a 60 amp 
service entrance. Or you could 
move up 714, 10, or 1SKW, the 
last-named equivalent to about a 
120-amp_ service entrance. And 
you'd pay an extra sum for a 
dual-voltage plant, to provide 110- 
120 volt lines for normal outlets: 
220-240 volts for appliances such 
as an electric range. A 15KW 
plant would keep just about 
everything running smoothly in 
the average household—every- 
thing except electric heat. 

[f your home is warmed in win- 
ter by one or another form of 


electric resistance elements, it 


may be that none of the pla 
listed so far could supply enou 
electricity. Resistance eleme 
in an average 2,400-square-f 
house draw about 20KW. 
overcome the discrepancy, y 
could invest in a 30KW pl 
(the next step up), although ¢ 
could turn out to be more of 
expense than you'd be willing 
pay. A less costly solution: Tu 
off the heat in rooms that do 
need it. Most electric-heat inst 
lations offer you room-by-ro 
control.

What about maintenance? It 
isn’t going to require much, but 
some is inevitable.

A check on 
the battery and oil level once 
every month is certainly satis- 
factory.

dD. we have vintage wines in the United States? Alexis Lichine 
writes in his excellent Encyclopedia of Wines and Spirits: 
“Vintage is the vendage or gathering of the grapes. Hence the 
wines from grapes of a specific harvest, the date of which will be 
shown on the label.” By California law, 100 percent of the 
grapes must be of the year; in other countries laws are differ- 
ent. For example, in France, there is often a blending of the 
years. In Europe. where the weather is notoriously unpredict- 
able, the variations in the weather may so affect the harvest that 
the yield from one year to another may vary greatly. Hence, the 
good and the so-called bad years, although it is worth noting 
that almost every French wine carries its vintage on its label. 
In California, however, the weather follows a predictably re- 
liable pattern that is reflected in the even quality of the wines, 
year in and year out. Nevertheless, California vintners often date 
their wines for the orientation of customers interested in old

The Host’s Corner 


HOW TO STOCK 


From the earliest recorded _his- 
tory of man, an important part of 
hospitality has been the offering 
of liquid refreshment. In our so- 
phisticated times, it is offered in 
a variety of ways. It may be the 
universal apéritif or cocktail, to 
lift the spirit and sharpen the ap- 
petite. The hot and thirsty guest 
may be offered a tall, fruit-fla- 
vored cooler. When the fur-coated 
visitor steps in with a flurry of 
snow, the welcome offering might 
be a steaming-hot toddy. In the 
middle of an active morning or a 
busy afternoon, the drink may be 
a nutritional pickup in the form 
of an egg beaten into a snowy 
pink fizz or a creamy yellow flip. 
Hospitality may be expressed as 
a vintage wine at dinner or a 
bright green Chartreuse with the 
coffee. In Scotland there is the 
tradition of the doch-an-dorris 
(the “dash at the door,’ some- 
times called the stirrup cup), a 
quick drink served in the hallway 
to speed and warm the depart- 
ing guest. Finally, for the house 
guest, a midnight soother, or 
nightcap, on the way to bed. 

All these varied drinks can be 
supplied with relative ease from 
a surprisingly small number of 
bottles, provided there is careful 
planning and wise buying, and 
also that you regard your bar as 
only one leg of a three-legged 
home system for storing and dis- 
pensing liquid hospitality. The 
bar is where you keep the equip- 
ment, the tools, and those bottles 
of brandies, fortified wines, sweet 
liqueurs, and spirits that are. to 
be stored standing up and at 
room temperature. The second leg 
is a small “cellar” (perhaps in a 
dry, cool closet), where bottles of 
wine are stored horizontally, to 
keep the corks moist and tight. 
The third leg is a section of the 
refrigerator, with at least one 
bottle of dry white wine for mix- 
ing, perhaps two or three bottles 
of basic spirits, a couple of fruit 
liqueurs for flavoring, plus a 
choice of sweetening syrups. Also, 
of course, the refrigerator must 
supply the essential fresh lemons 
and limes and an occasional egg

food from the apple in that well-known garden to Péche Melba, 
Escoffier’s salute to Madame Melba. (Did you know that gar- 
gantuan monarch, Henry VIII, was as graceful as Fred Astaire 
on the dance floor? That Hugo, at one time maitre d’hotel at 
Maxim’s, kept a discreet notebook with the names of les grandes 
horizontales?) Any student of gastronomy will find The Hori- 
zon Cookbook a source of endless reading and cooking pleasure. 


Now, haute cuisine pour le bébé, Christine Ripault’s Children’s 
Gastronomique (Crown, $5.95) has been translated and adapted 
by Charlotte Turgeon. Mlle. Ripault, whose mother is a famous 
Parisian pediatrician, has done a service for all mothers. Work- 
ing with distinguished doctors, nutritionists, and some of 
France’s most renowned chefs. the author provides the most re- 
cent information about how, when, and what Jes petits need to 
eat at each stage of development, with recipes from, among 
others, these “starred” restaurants: Maxim’s, Le Tour d’Argent, 
L’Auberge Paul Bocuse, Lapérouse, L’Oustau de Baumanieére. A 
small diapered friend of this reviewer, Claudine Pépin, the for- 
tunate daughter of a famous French chef whose philosophy par- 
allels that of Mlle. Ripault, loves Roquefort cheese, loathes cot- 
tage, has been known to take an occasional sip of Champagne. 
Proving that parents should begin early to teach children the 
subtleties of good living. 


Whiskey in the Kitchen by Emanuel and Madeline Greenberg 
(Bobbs-Merrill, $10) and The Pyromaniac’s Cookbook by 
John J. Poister (Doubleday, $7.50) are alike in this respect 
only—they deal, essentially, with the same subject. Whiskey in 
the Kitchen was written, the authors tell you, by a couple of 
“poke arounds.” Poking around in the right places has paid off, 
for the Greenbergs clearly know what they are writing about 
and they write about it well. “The Intelligent Cook’s Guide to 
Spirits” (Chapter II) and “How to Mate Spirits” (Chapter 
IIL) cover, it seems to us, everything the average home cook 
will ever need to know on these subjects. The final chapter, 
“Whiskey in the Glass,” gives recipes for the popular mixed 
drinks plus some valuable “bar” tips for the home barman. The 
Pyromaniac’s Cookbook contrasts rather sharply with Whiskey 
in the Kitchen. You don’t have the same secure feeling about 
the contents, for there is no clear evidence that Mr. Poister re- 
searched his book to the extent the Greenbergs did. The title it- 
self is indicative of the spirit (no pun intended) of the entire 
book. In both instances, the books would have been improved if 
the authors had indicated which recipes classically call for the 
use of spirits and which are their own innovations. 


With Vietnam very much part of the daily news, it is not sur- 
prising there is a new, modest cookbook, Vietnamese Cookery by 
Jill Nhu Huong Miller (Charles E. Tuttle, $3.95, spiral bound). 
The recipes are so clearly written it would seem even a rank 
amateur could turn out a creditable product. 


A couple of years ago The New York Times began to publish 
part of its Sunday edition in large type for the three out of four 
people who have serious sight problems and people who have 
difficulty reading conventional type even with glasses. For 
these particular groups, two new cookbooks, The New York 
Times Large Type Cookbook by Jean Hewitt (Golden Press, 
$9.95) and The Large Type Cook Book by Avanelle S. Day (Da- 
vid White, $7.95) are now available. They differ in a number of 
respects. The Times book. with attractive illustrations, is a col- 
lection of 300 Times-tested recipes, ranging from the simple to 
the exotic and touching on many cuisines, most of which are 
published in this book for the first time. All recipes are com- 
plete within a single page or two facing pages, and the type is 
larger and denser than in Avanelle Day’s book. However. Mrs. 
Day includes many recipes that can be prepared in one opera- 
tion (casseroles, for example) ; makes a point of utilizing con-

Mr. Axler’s book, less than 
hundred pages, is just what the title says, a reference that “can 
be easily handled or consulted.” He, too, has a checklist of t 
world’s cheeses and a handful of recipes. 


The pair of fish books just published are about as far apa 
as the poles. The Blue Sea Cookbook by Sarah D. Alberso 
(Hastings House, $8.95) is an all-round fish cookbook. What j 
really splendid about this book is the basic information on buy, 
ing fish, “Do’s and Dont’s of Seafood Cooking.” the cooking im 
formation on all types of fish and shellfish, and, finally, the au 
thor’s enthusiasm for fish as a wonderful food. Crab & Abalone 
by Shirley Sarvis (Bobbs-Merrill, $5) in tandem with Tony Cal 
vello, designer and illustrator, is devoted to West Coast ways 
with fish and shellfish. “Ways” is the key word here, because 
quick run-through indicates that even if you don’t live in th 
West many of these interesting recipes can be made with the 
fish and shellfish available on the East Coast. 


Breads and Coffee Cakes with “Homemade Starters” by Adg 
Lou Roberts (Hastings, $3.95) is a direct result of a comment 
Mrs. Roberts made about “starters” in an earlier book.

Two little books that seem to us useful for the many peop 
who like to camp are Cooking for Family Campers by James an 
Barbara Newman (World, $4.95), and Campers’ Cookbook 
Lucy G. Raup (Charles E. Tuttle, $3). In addition to recipes 
the authors of Cooking for Family Campers tell you how 
cook with wood (there’s a shortage, by the way). with charcoa 
and with gas. They also tell you what good, edible food is al 
around in the woods and meadows just for the picking; the 
equipment needed; and, finally, tips on storage, hiking, KP, ete 
The second book, Campers’ Cookbook, is a mini-book, just th 
right size, five by seven inches, to tuck into a rucksack. In addi 
tion to practical recipes, the author gives lists of books on camp 
ing, outfitters. and suppliers, as well as advice on camp kitchens 
provisions, ration lists, and menus, and she is quite adaman 
when she says neither she nor her husband believes that camp 
ing is any excuse for poor food. Amen. 


Helen Ridley collaborated for many years with the late Louis

It’s simply a beautifully organized car—a lady’s car, 
elegant and chic and reassuring. 


A touch of teak—and velvet 





While I waited, at Ford, for the good-looking new LTD 
Brougham with its dramatic swept-away instrument panel 
and the new luxury-minded Mustang Grande, a Thunder- 
bird came along and offered me a ride. 

Caramba! Goodbye LTD! Goodbye Grande! Goodbye 
world. This sixth-generation Thunderbird, lizard-trimmed. 
downy-cushioned, extravagantly appointed. is as sophisti- 
cated as Yves St. Laurent. as classic as Chanel. 

Settle into the driver’s seat and turn on the key. What's 
that light flashing on the visor console? Oh yes, fasten seat 
belts. Now put the car in “Drive’—what was that little 
click? Oh—the parking brake just automatically released 
itself. Now for a turn around the track. Silky, silent—no, 
a better word is velvet. It’s really a velvet ride. 

The teakwood paneling and full-door armrests suggest 
the comfort of the drawing room. But there are two other 
features which make this car the kind you want to come 
home to: an optional electric-power sun roof which lets the 
sky in but not the coiffure-destroying breezes; an electrically 
heated rear window for quick de-icing.

From a swinger to a lady's maid 





At Chrysler’s preview I was nearly captured by a Barracuda 
with a flowered mod top. A real swinger—with apologies 
to Dodge Dart’s brand-new entry by the same name. But 
reason prevailed. and | addressed my attention to Dodge’s 
elegant new Monaco Brougham, gleaming in metallic bronze, 
a black vinyl top, and crested nameplate. Especially the 
Brougham with its split-bench seat and combination dome 
and reading light (for the convenience of the front-seat 
map-reader). Especially Monaco because only Dodge’s Pol- 
lara/Monaco line has the super new Super-lite—the bright- 
est idea to come along in years for nighttime driving—an 
auxiliary lamp in the grille which throws a diagonal beam 
300 yards down the shoulder without blinding on-coming 
traffic. The crisp new styling on these cars reflects last 
year’s success story at Chrysler. 

But perversely enough, Super-lite and all, the car I found 
irresistible was Chrysler’s “captive import,” the Sunbeam 
Alpine two-door fastback in brilliant emerald green with 
black vinyl interior. Sliding behind the wheel of this little 
“lady” is rather like finding oneself all at once in a foreign 
land: “68 litres” reads the fuel gauge but also translates: 
15 gallons. There is a “bonnet” release—on the right-hand 
side, inconveniently enough, since the car was designed for 
English drivers—but still a release, almost extinct on Amer- 
ican cars for some obscure reason. The Sunbeam also has 
six little jeweled lights on the instrument panel that look 
like pure ornamentation but are functional—each a differ- 
ent color for its special warning. There is the convenience 
tray, ubiquitous in foreign cars. simply ideal for handbag 


and assorted items. 


There’s the wood grain instrument panel and small con- 
sole. The shift, of course. is manual but can be mastered— 
recessed door locks and rear-window visibility that is the 
best of any enclosed 1969 car, bar none. There’s a clock on 


the lower console a: r vents on dash that look like 


cylindrical ashtrays. ngine is just four-cylinder, which

Which to choose? A lovely dilemma 





When you want to see a Cadillac. you are fetched in a 
firemist bronze El Dorado with stereo playing, and all 
that’s gone before seems redundant. The ultimate American 
car. Haughty. yes. Even arrogant. But only when seen from 
afar. Once you're admitted to the club, it becomes the most 
subservient and attentive companion. 

You may. for example, dispense with the services of the 
Houseboy Who Warms the Car. Cadillac has instant seat 
warmers. activated on cold winter mornings when you open 
the car door. 

Cadillac has resolved that uncomfortable problem of 
finding yourself sitting on an unused seatbelt buckle. There 
are neat storage pockets in the seat cushion. 

I hesitated to make a choice at Cadillac. The Fleetwood 
Brougham is, to say the least. grandly appointed, but the 
El Dorado is shorter. The Calais is debonair, but the Coupe 
de Ville is entrancing. 

Actually, the de Ville comes nearer to being a car I feel 
most at home with. While I’m admiring it, it makes me feel 
admired. This year it has a French fold running down its 
vinyl roof which is framed in a custom-like accent molding. 
The instrument cluster, incidentally, is the most uncluttered 
in the industry; instead. the windshield washer controls are 
in the armrests and there are simplified but vital lights on 
the instrument panel—such as a red light and then a buzzer 
if the engine overheats for any reason. 

There are no “headlights on” reminders. Cadillac’s Twi- 
light Sentinel turns on the headlights automatically day or 
night when visibility requires it, leaves them on 90 seconds 
after you leave the car to see you safely on your way. The 
horn is in the rim of the steering wheel (my uncomplicated 
criterion for excellence), and there are those lovely adjust- 
able front seats. so the driver has his own. 

Cadillac interiors are distinguished by such touches as a 
silvery filigree framing the rosewood door panels and an 
extraordinary absence of tucks and pleats—just sheer un- 
adorned ostrich or top-grain leather or beautifully customed 
fabric without a seam in sight. There are 205 possible trim 
combinations for your selection—and yours it must be. No 
Cadillac is built except on a specific order. 

Being chauffeured home again. the amazing climate con- 
trol at work and lulled by the stereo, I found myself luxuri- 
ating in thoughts of sheerest folly. “Hardy Amies’ friend 
was quite right.” I observed to no one in particular. “You 


feel such a fool without one.”

I learned to drive in a Buick and have always been in- 
ordinately fond of what I learned on my father’s knee were 
“well-engineered” cars. 

It is the engineering, in fact, which makes me covet this 
year’s Electra 225. To drive one of these cars is an experi- 
ence. Buick engineers (my father was right) have come up 
with the finest new suspension idea in years—but don’t 
ask me to explain it—which simply gives the most superb 
handling of any production car on the road. There is, for 
example, unusual stability when you encounter a gust of

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‘NOTEBOOK 


{ lively comment on plants. gardens, and gardeners 








By ELVIN McDONALD 


Pooks have been written on the 
subject of gardening by means of 
artificial light. but you do not 
need to be an electrician or a 
phyto-illumination expert to gar- 
den successfully this way. All 
you need for a growing area two- 
by-four feet is a pair of 40-watt 
fluorescent tubes in a reflector. 
with a chain or stand to hold the 
unit about 18 inches from the 
surface on which plants will be 
placed. 

Burn the lights twelve to 18 
hours daily, depending on the 
plants you grow. Flowering kinds 
usually need more light than fo- 
liage types. The tubes can be a 
pair especially recommended for 
plant growing—such as Optima 
or Gro-Lux—or you can combine 
one common “daylight” with one 
“warm white.” 

There are many variations on 
this basic setup for gardening 
under fluorescent lights. but 
whether you choose a_ portable 
tabletop unit with two 20-watt 
tubes. or install a complete 
growth chamber lighted exclu- 
sively with 74-watt tubes eight 
feet long, it is necessary to have 
the plants about twelve inches 
from the tubes. Ceiling-mounted 
fluorescents will not appreciably 
help plants in a floor planter or 
on a table. 

Plants that grow best in a 
fluorescent-lighted garden include 
African violets, gloxinias, and 
the other gesneriads such as col- 
umneas. episcias. and chirita, 
begonias. orchids, dwarf gerani- 
ums. jungle cacti, and miniature 
roses. Also, practically all tropi- 


cal plants cultivated today in 
greenhouses do well in artificially 
lighted indoor gardens. 

The two most recent books on 
the subject include Fluorescent- 
Light Gardening by Elaine Cher- 
ry (Van Nostrand. 1965. $6.95), 
and my own Complete Book of 
Gardening Under Lights (Dou- 
bleday. 1965. $4.95). 


| am always on the lookout for 
plants that grow well indoors and 
bloom over a long season. Few 
measure up to the hybrid bou- 
gainvilleas on the market today. 
The George W. Park Seed Com- 
pany, Greenwood, South Carolina, 
currently offers five varieties, plus 
a strain of hybrid seeds that 
could yield all kinds of surprises. 

The named varieties include 
Scarlett O'Hara (bright red). Cal- 
ifornia Gold. Texas Dawn (pink). 
Spectabilis (royal purple). and 
Jamaica White. Any of these can 
be grown nicely in a pot as small 
as five or six inches in diameter. 
simply by pruning back sharply 
through the summer. Provide full 
sun, and it doesn’t hurt to let 
the soil dry out a little occasion- 
ally, but never bone-dry. If you 
want to experiment. try dwarfing 
one of these bougainvilleas in a 
bonsai container. 


W hat size pot? This question 
comes up each time transplanting 
is needed in a container garden. 
My rule of thumb is to use a pot 
1, to 4% the height or width of the 
plant that will grow in it. Obvi- 
ously this doesn’t apply to long- 
growing vines, but it works well 
for most plants. 

For example. a geranium 18 
inches tall does well and looks 
attractive in a six-inch pot. A 
four-inch pot serves well for an 
\frican violet that can be ex- 
pected to have a leaf-span of 
about eight inches—measured 
from the tip of a leaf on one 
side to the tip of another on the 
opposite side. 

Repotting. or transplanting. is 
needed whenever a plant fills the 
soil of its pot with roots. Usually 
repotting is in order when roots 
begin to grow through the drain- 
age hole of the pot. To be cer- 
tain, inspect the rootball. To do 
this, invert the plant, holding its 
base and the soil surface with 
one hand, and tap the edge of the 
pot on a solid object. The roots 
and soil will slide out. If roots 
have progressed to the point of 
filling the pot and show outside 
the soil, the plant needs repot- 
ting. If the soil ball crumbles, 
repot in the same container. &

Carved into a beautiful, cleared site on a Vermont slope, 
this winter/summer retreat faces a sweeping, spectacular 
vista of farmland in the valley below.

Nobody ever tells you 
these things... 


about food and drink 


From the kitchen of our food editor 
come helpful answers to some of the common 
but often puzzling questions in cookery 


Where does the word caviar come from? 


Probably from the Turkish, khavyar (the Russian name is 
ikra)—in all likelihood because the Turks and Persians 
were the first to export these marvelous “black berries.” 
It might be well to point out right here that caviar ranges 
in color from black to gray, dark brown to golden yellow 
(“the caviar of the Czars”) the latter being rather rare 
but sometimes available. 


What is the best caviar? 


Color has nothing to do with quality. All caviar is the roe 
of sturgeon, and although we are inclined to think of whole- 
grain Beluga, which is certainly the most expensive, as the 
finest, the caviar from the Sevruga (also spelled Sevriouga 
or Chivrouga) and the Ossetrina (meaning sturgeon), also 
spelled Ossetrova (meaning roe), and Ocetrina (meaning 
meat), can be very good indeed if the roe was treated in 
the proper manner. As is true of all caviar, the quality of 
these caviars depends entirely on the amount of salt with 
which they were packed and the care with which they were 
handled. 


What is Beluga malosol? 


Malosol simply means “little salt.” It is not, as some people 
mistakenly think, a brand of caviar, but a means by which 
a buyer can distinguish a lightly salted—the most desirable 
caviar from a heavily salted one. The most important char- 
acteristics of first-quality caviar are that the berry must be 
whole, uncrushed, and well coated with its own glistening fat. 





Are fresh and salted caviars different? 

No. All caviar must be salted to preserve it. Otherwise it 
would turn into a tasteless mush. Caviar imported into this 
country must, by U.S. Government regulations, be either 
processed (canned) or preserved whole in salt. 


What is pressed caviar? 


When caviar is graded. the smaller eggs are sieved out. 
The result, defined as lightly .pressed or compressed. is a 
caviar in which the grains do not separate distinctly as they 
do in first-quality caviar. It is usually packed with ten 
percent salt. Actually, Russian Russians, who eat caviar al- 
most as casually as Americans eat potato chips. prefer 
pressed caviar. On a cost basis, the price of pressed caviar 
in the U.S. is about one-third that of a great Beluga.

How does pasteurized caviar compare with fresh? 


First-quality pasteurized caviar is so good that few. if any, 
experts can tell the difference. The great advantage is that 
it calls for very little salt—a most desirable feature. 


Must you thaw frozen turkey in the refrigerator? 


Turkey specialists of the Agricultural Research Service of 
the USDA say no if the “thawing” turkey is kept in its 
original plastic wrap and placed in a paper bag large enough 
to encompass it completely. Handled thus. the turkey can 
be allowed to thaw at room temperature because the at- 
mosphere inside the bag will be only slightly warmer than 
that in the refrigerator. Therefore, the bird can be thawed 
completely without exposing the surface to temperatures 
higher than 55°, when bacteria can begin to multiply. Large 
turkeys of 20 to 25 pounds take about 15 hours to thaw; 
smaller ones. eight to twelve pounds, about twelve hours. 
After thawing. giblets should be removed immediately from 
the cavity and refrigerated. and the turkey should be wiped 
dry, inside and out, with paper toweling. It too. must be 
refrigerated immediately and cooked within one to three 
hours after thawing. 


What is the best way to prepare fresh horseradish? 


Scrape the roots. as you would carrots, to get rid of any 
defects: then cut the roots into cubes, about 44 by 34 inches. 
Place in white or distilled vinegar (do not use cider vinegar 
because it turns the horseradish dark) of 414-to-5-percent 
strength in these proportions: one part vinegar to four parts 
horseradish. Some cooks add a little salt or sugar. Blend in 
the electric blender to make a smooth paste. Bottled. securely 
capped, and refrigerated. it will keep for weeks. There is 
nothing to compare with fresh horseradish but if it is not 
available, you can always reconstitute the dried horseradish 
powder, available bottled in supermarkets. But it will not 
give you as flavorful a condiment. As a matter of record and 
interest, the red prepared horseradish you see in stores is 
colored with beet juice. 


W hat is virgin olive oil? 


The first pressing and, therefore. the best quality. However, 
the Agricultural Research Service of USDA tells us: “There 
are many grades of virgin oil, depending on its acidity 
and other factors. Quality is affected by many things— 
weather, the season, the year, the area. the variety of olive. 
and the crop condition.” Not unlike wine. And. again like 
wine, one year the yield may be good, another year it may 
not be good at all. 

W here does most of the olive oil come from? 

France produces very little olive oil and exports only a 
small percentage of the world’s production; California, the 
only American state that grows olives, produces even less. 
The big producers are Spain and Italy. Italy produces a 
good one-third more (1967 figures) than Spain, although 
Spain exports more oil to the U.S. than Italy. The USDA 
tells us that both Italian and Spanish oils are of good 
quality and comparable if you take into consideration the 
many grades available.

The ability of small children in knee socks to master the new math is 
shocking, matched only by the off-hand manner in which second-graders dash 
off intensive drawings of the solar system. We seem now to be surrounded 
by little wiseacres, which suggests that the time has come to revise 
some of our time-honored tactics in the handling of the innocents. There is 
up for review, for example, the old canard that travel is wasted on the 
young, that they don’t “get enough out of it” to warrant the cost and effort 
of escorting them to distant places. This is a notion that has long 
since been disproved, but it does linger on. 

The best assurance for those who hesitate to take the young along is to 
listen to the recollections of those elders among us who were fortunate enough 
to have been taken along as children.

hen do we get to Christmas? How 
much further?” When I was a small child, Christmas seemed to me a different and 
distant country, another place, a fragile. fragrant, splendid destination at the 
end of the vear’s utilitarian. dun-colored tunnel. Gaining it was a fine and aching 
agony, since the tunnel became increasingly gnarled and pitted with temptations, 


and a small, blackhearted sinner could so easily lose his footing and consequently 





his keys to the kingdom. But entering it? Entering it was lights, bells. anthems. 
alleluias, held breath, hammering heart, a great rush of unseen wings in blue 
middle air, a pure and silver paradise. 

It is perhaps a childish and wistful conceit, but the special country of Christ- 
mas is still vivid and palpable to me. It has a map, a track, charted landmarks. 
One works through the still, underwater somnolence of summer, through the muscu- 
lar, chill-breathed, bittersweet autumn, through the sorrowing, black-iced waste of 
November. And there it is. 

What one sees from the threshold of Christmas is his alone, his own inner land- 
scape. My Christmas country is forever that of a smal! Southern town in the soft, 
wet, gray days of early December, when street lights wear epal collars. The time 
is always first dusk. when the lurching, lopsided evergreen tree in front of the 


old depot blooms into primary colors, the wounded gap where the (Continued )

luminous presence of the Child. There are carols 
sung on front lawns—the singers galoshed and muf- 
fled against the raw silver fog that alw7s shawls this 
Christmas country—and people with sweaters thrown 
around their shoulders stand shivering on front 
porches and applaud the fervent, bleating “Siii--lent 
Night! Ho-o-o-ly Night!” And somehow the night is, 
for a while, silent and holy. 

Well. It's a fine Christmas country, I think, but 
only one small territory. For others, Christmas coun- 
try will be snow, proper seas of it, sugar-white and 
sighing-quiet (how the small citizens of my Christmas 
country envied people who had snow). Snow and 
night skies of deep, deep blue, Madonna’s-robe blue, 
and closer stars. Real Christmas skies, the kind you 


can hear sleigh bells in, heavenly music, secrets in 


. . . oh, anything at all, if you listen hard enough. 





Sleighs and sleds and hearty, nissing ice for skating. 

And for still others, Christmas country is the in- 
credible, spangled, tangled city. Webs and nets of 
lights, adagios of bells, the silvery chink of snow 
tires, enchantments piled one upon the other in store 
windows. Phalanxes of cold-bitten faces, not so closed 
as at other times of the year. Some cities are truly 
blessed at Christmas . . . prim townhouses snow-wigged, 
each smug and anchored and solid, lit from within by 
yellow lamps and from without by the white night. 

They are openly, unabashedly sentimental cloth, 
these places where Christmas is. Even childish. But 
as real as the place you live now. Because some 
small thing in us goes home again to childhood every 
Christmas, however briefly, and so, for all of us, 
there is indeed a Christmas country. It is the country

coming into colorful renascence 


Patchwork is a needlewoman’s poetry. Rhythmic in design, with rhyming colors. It 
shares only a syllable with utilitarian patches put on over worn spots, and has little in 
common with the “crazy quilt,” a hodgepodge piecing, possibly pretty in a haphazard 
way and sometimes full of personal interest, like a diary casually kept. Very different 
the coherent, well-plotted patterns of patchwork. 

Though patches and the random putting together of scraps must be nearly as old as 
the figleaves’ first successors, and though quilting has been known to the Western world 
ever since Crusaders came home with Saracen examples of this ancient Eastern thermal 
technique, the patchwork quilt didn’t happen until the inventive women of early 
Colonial America brought make-do and can-do together in a blossoming of orderly, 
useful beauty. Unlike crewel work, crochet, knitting, embroidery, petit point and other 
needlecrafts brought over from whichever Old Country, patchwork quilts belong to 
American history. Their making was as familiar a household skill as the making of 
cornbread, blueberry pies. It was also a creative art, producing innovative designs 
passed from neighbor to neighbor, generation to generation, carried westward with the 
restless pioneers. New patterns were developed in the new environments, as were varia- 
tions on older, more familiar themes. 

When the Machine Age came through the door, handwork did not fly out the window, 
but it decreased. Fine examples of it, becoming rare, became precious. By the end of 
the 19th Century heirloom quilting was prized by families, sought by museums. It still 
is, and nothing takes the place of old-time treasures. These days, however, the making 
of patchwork quilts, never a lost art, is having a lively revival. With less need and more 
leisure for such needlework, women are rediscovering its pleasures. To copy an old 
patchwork pattern is a challenge; to dream up a new one, a triumph. In either there is 
now a fine liberty not known in earlier days. The difference is color. The enormous 
choice available. The freedom to create non-traditional combinations, to deal with color 
adventurously, as fashion designers do, as interior decorators do. Exhilarating! But 
not instant. Patchwork is a project, involving loving care and time. 

For the needlework novice or the woman who hasn’t a minute there is a quicker 
kin-to-patchwork way of getting great effects. This, mentioned right, shown opposite, 
the joining of grosgrain ribbons into wonderful color patterns. Something you could 
do before this Christmas, and a first step toward finding confidence and time enough 


to start on patchwork quilts.

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PORTRAIT?

hat has happened to the portrait? That there 
seems reason to ask shows that something has happened to 
portraiture in recent years. Since American art started with 
the portrait some three hundred years ago, establishing a 
tradition of portraiture, not limited—as has been the case in 
most of the rest of the world—primarily to the rich and the 
well-placed but shared by all, it is an interesting question to 
consider. It is not that fewer portraits are being painted per 
capita today than a generation or so ago. In fact, there are 
large numbers being turned out. They appear on the covers 
of popular magazines, their presence in the board rooms 
of banks and corporations creates valhallas of past admin- 
istrative distinction, and art magazines and the art pages of 
newspapers advertise the services of galleries which special- 
ize in bringing together sitter and painter in a manner that 
suggests the modern dating bureau. 

So portraiture seems to be alive. But it also seems to be 
ailing, because when we try to name one really outstanding 
American artist today who devotes the major part of his or 
her talent to portraiture, we draw a blank. This is not to say 
that there are not competent painters doing portraits today, 
but there are, proportionately, comparatively few of them. 
Also most Americans are no longer used to living with por- 
traits as our ancestors did. Is it self-consciousness that pre- 
vents us from being painted, and from enjoying the company 
of relatives, friends, and of our own particular heroes on 
our walls? 

Ours is an era without a John Singleton Copley, a Gilbert 
Stuart, a Charles Willson Peale. a Thomas Eakins, or a 
John Singer Sargent, to name only the most illustrious 
Americans who excelled in this field of art. But it is also an 
era without that far larger group of genuine though limited 
talents who completed the human record over the years. pre- 


served as a common heritage in our museums, historical 


societies. and in the National Portrait Gallery recently 
handsomely installed in the Old Patent Office Building in 
Washington. Where will future generations turn for visual 
insight into the personalities of our time? Hf they look at 


th nified icons on the board-room walls, they will see 
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for the most part avuncular images, whether graying or bald, 
smiling or stern, as identical in formulated lifelessness as 
the face cards in a deck, with little suggestion of the de- 
termination or imagination which won their positions of 
corporate leadership. 

Future observers will doubtless get more from the por- 
traits that appear on the covers of a number of news maga- 
zines, which often have the immediacy of good reportage. 
But there has always been an element of timelessness in any 
really successful portrait. Sargent painted the society por- 
trait to perfection. His ladies are chic and his gentlemen 
correctly mirror Bond Street in the latest mode. Yet in his 
best works he reached beyond the superficial to capture a 
personality whose presence keeps the picture from being 
merely an expertly painted fashion plate of an age now 
unutterably remote. His apparent ease belies his seriousness 
of purpose. Mrs. I. N. Phelps Stokes, in Sargent’s portrait of 
her and her husband, looks as if he had caught and recorded 
a momentary glimpse. yet she actually posed 28 times. and 
her head is the artist’s ninth try. His portrait of Robert 
Louis Stevenson, in which the author, nervously pacing. is 
almost walking out of the canvas, shows how easily Sargent 
could abandon the orthodox approach, and how effectively 
suggest the feverish vibrancy of a life stimulated -by the 
illness which was to consume it. 

The essential seems to be that contradictory combination of 
an almost clinical objectivity with a*highly sensitive aware- 
ness of the individual and a capacity to empathize. It is 
this combination of qualities that raises Copley’s and 
Eakins’ portraits to their heights of significance. Powdered 
wigs and knee britches are always secondary to the person- 
ality of Copley’s sitters, who are as modern as today. His 
Sam Adams is as alert and argumentative now as when, in 
the pose he re-created for the painter, he stated the patriots’ 
causes to the royal governor, who, Adams gleefully reported 
to a friend, “quailed at the expression of the pecple’s just 
grievances, and I glorified in the sight.” Eakins’ Mrs. M. S. 
Stokes. her face a record of human experience and under- 


standing, does not seem dated with (Continued overlea})

her neck ribbon and pince-nez on a chain, but timeless. 

And we don’t have to keep to famous names. Whichever 
artisan painted little Alice Mason at the age of two in 1670 
las left us one of the most charming children’s portraits of 
ali time. Another anonymous Colonial produced an unforget- 
table. image in his Ann Pollard, painted in 1721 when she 
had reached, according to her own reckoning—and who 
would dispute her?—the age of one hundred years, yet could 
still remember as a little girl being the first to jump ashore 
from the bow of the first boatload of Puritans in John 
Winthrop’s Great Migration. William Prior’s is scarcely a 
name to conjure with in the world’s art, yet who would not 
rather have had his ancestral portraits painted by this 
lively itinerant in his “painting loft” in East Boston than 
by most of the pretentious society portraitists of the end of 
the 19th Century ? 

In these as in all successful portraits there is an impact of 
personality that transcends time and place. But there is 
something more. They are all also successful paintings. To 
return to the question of whatever happened to portraiture, 
one of the things that has happened is that, in far too many 
cases, portraits have ceased to be paintings in this sense. 
For the most part the emphasis is so strongly on likeness 
that the life-giving quality of art is squeezed out. And the 
notion of likeness is interpreted more in terms of the photog- 
rapher than of the painter. The result all too often pertains 
to the waxworks or the funeral parlor, a substitute for life 
rather than an interpretation of it. The element of selectivity 
and interpretation in a successful portrait may be as subtle 
as that of a Copley or an Eakins, or as arbitrary as a Picasso, 
but it is always there, though our eyes, dulled by the visual 
affronts of the modern world, may not readily discern it. 

The dilemma of portraiture today is that it has so largely 
taken its standard of judgment from a mechanical process, 
and thus substituted indiscriminate superficiality for realism. 
Because realism is. after all, the aim. This is a curious turn- 
about, because the best photographers from the earliest days 
to the present have gone at their work in a painterly way. That 
is, they use the mechanical means of the camera as freely 
and as selectively as possible in an interpretive approach. 
It is in the subtleties of lighting, of pose. and of point of 
view that the artistry of a Karsh becomes apparent. because 
it is precisely at that point that photography becomes art. 
and. like all real art. becomes a means of searching for 
truth. What else is that impact of personality. that sense of 
presence of a good portrait, but the ring of truth? 

Ours has been called a period of conformity. no matter 


what lip service we 


may pay to our hallowed traditions of 


individualism. So perhaps it follows that ours cannot also 
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be an age of distinguished portraiture. But is this really 
true? Are all our business men gray-flannel-suited, all our 
women forever youthful and fashionable, all our daughters 
perfectly behaved little blondes or brunettes, all our sons 
manly and without either thought or doubt? To judge from 
the evidence of most of our portraits we are a pretty dull 
lot. The truth is far more interesting than such pallid visual 
fictions would suggest. Ours may be an age without a Copley 
or a Stuart, an Eakins or a Sargent. yet it is far from being 
an age without artists. Is it too much to hope, then, that we 
may discover more of our Hardys and Healys. our Brewsters 
and Priors, for theirs was a continuing contribution to the 
art of portraiture in America which extended from Colo- 
nial times almost down to our own? 

Likeness is too often the will-o’-the-wisp that leads an 
artist astray in an endeavor to approximate other people’s 
estimates of a person rather than the artist's own. We do 
not, after all, have George Washington here to compare 
with all the many portraits of him to prove which is the 
most anatomically accurate. Yet if, as a critic once pointed 
out, our first President were to reappear on earth and did 
not look exactly as Gilbert Stuart painted him, he would be 
denounced as an impostor. It is not only symbol-making, 
though that is important too, but also a matter of conviction. 
As we all know, there are some people who have redheaded 
personalities. even though they actually have blond or 
brown hair, or may even, unhappy thought, be bald. Sam 
Adams had a redheaded personality. Somehow Copley gets 
the impression convincingly across, and this teils us more 
about his role in the course of the Revolution than pages of 
written history. 

History is, after all. people. That is why the record of 
individuals. known or unknown, that the portrait painters, 
academic and primitive alike, have made for us is invaluable. 
That is why we instinctively want to know what people 
really looked like. Somehow, through this, we feel we can 
tell what they were really like and can get to know them in a 
way that means something to us personally. When we look at 
any successful portrait and find in it that satisfying sense 
of conviction, we are responding not only to the individual- 
ism of the subject. but also to that of the artist through 
whom an aspect of the sitter’s essential being has been 
transmitted to us. The result is not a substitute or a counter- 
feit, but an expression of the uniqueness of one person as 
translated through the objectivity, the sympathy, and the 
artistry of another. 

Painterly dexterity alone is not enough. It can produce 
pictures of great decorative quality, but not successful por- 
traits. Gilbert Stuart, whose keenness of wit was a good 
match for the skill of his brush, expressed it well. Once, 
when standing in front of a grandiose official portrait of 
Napoleon in coronation robes. the painter exclaimed to a 
friend: “How delicately the lace is drawn! Did one ever 
see richer satin? The ermine is wonderful in its finish! .. . 


And, by Jove, the thing has a head!”

MERRY EATING AND DRINKING 


By HELEN McCULLY 


HORS DOEUVRE 


If. as has been written, “Hors d’oeuvres 
are the frivolities of the meal.” fresh 
caviar is the gastronomic panache. 
Served from a silver bowl, sitting in a 
bed of crushed ice. accompanied by thin 
slices of fine white bread, perhaps sweet 
butter, and chilled dry Champagne 
and/or vodka, who but the most dour 
could help but be merry? Russians often 
pile caviar high on small blinis, sprinkle 
it with minced onions and eggs. then 
anoint it with thick sour cream. But the 
crowning achievement. of Russian in- 
spiration, is cold roast breast of pheas- 
ant. minced very fine, sprinkled over 
caviar heaped on dry toast. This, it 
might be said. is high living. 

Caviar Dressing, a conceit of a 
French chef, is made by gently mixing a 
generous amount of caviar into a Sauce 
Vinaigrette made with lemon juice. olive 
oil, and freshly ground pepper. Serve 
with mild greens such as Boston or Bibb 
lettuce. 

The famous Burgundian specialty that 
follows is an informal version of this 
great classic. Because of its bright green 
parsley “coat” it seems singularly ap- 
propriate for a merry Christmas cock- 


tai! or to precede a Christmas goose. 
Jambon Persillé de Bourgogne 


2% pounds cold baked ham in 1 piece, cut 
into 44-inch cubes

Combine all ingredients except ham, gel- 
atin, minced chives. and minced parsley 
in a large, heavy saucepan. Bring to a 
boil. Reduce heat to simmer and cook 


for 3 hours. Strain. Sprinkle the gelatin 


over 44 cup cold water to soften: then 
stir into the hot broth until dissolved. Re- 
frigerate until the broth has thickened 
to consistency of unbeaten egg whites. 

Mix the cubed ham with the minced 
chives, 2 tablespoons of the minced pars- 
ley, and 3 cups of the jelly. Pour into a 
6-cup rather shallow mold or bowl. Re- 
frigerate until firm. Pour half the re- 
maining jelly into a flat pan to a depth 
of about 1% inch. Refrigerate. Refriger- 
ate all remaining jelly in a small sauce- 
pan. 

When the mold is firm, turn out on a 
silver serving platter. Place the sauce- 
pan with the jelly over a low heat anc 
melt to the consistency of egg whites 
whipping constantly with a wire whip 
Take off the heat and mix with all the 
remaining minced parsley. Smooth the 
parsley jelly over the entire surface of 
the ham mold to make a rich green coat- 
ing. Refrigerate until firm. 

To serve, chop the plain jelly into 
small dice and surround the Jambon 
Persillé. 

Serve with dark pumpernickel bread 
and Dijon mustard as a first course, or 
with cocktails to 15 to 20. 


A more modest but deliciously savor 
hors d’oeuvre. considerably less trouble 
and less expensive, is an American in- 


novation. 
Walnut Liver Paté 


1 cup (4-ounce can) shelled walnuts,

Epernay Champagne Punch 


1 cup superfine sugar 

1 quart club soda 

1 bottle white Burgundy, chilled 

1 cup Cognac 

3 bottles French Champagne, 
chilled 


Fresh pineapple garnish 


Combine the sugar and soda and 
stir until dissolved. Pour into a 
large punch bowl. Stir in the Bur- 
eundy and Cognac well. Add a 
good block of ice to the bowl. 
Just before serving, add the 
chilled Champagne. Garnish with 
fresh pineapple cubes. Makes 
about 24 half-cup servings. 


Merry Vodka Punch 


4 medium navel oranges 

2 cups Cognac 

6 cups freshly squeezed orange 
juice, strained (about 12 
oranges) 

1 bottle vodka 

1 bottle (28-ounce size) lemon- 
lime carbonated beverage 

4 dashes bitters 


Slice the oranges. skin on, fairly 
thin; then cut in half. Combine in 
a bowl with the Cognac. Chill for 
at least 2 hours, or overnight. At 
the same time, chill all remaining 
ingredients, including the vodka. 
Chilling helps to forestall a “wa- 
tery” punch, 

To serve, combine chilled juice, 
vodka, lemon-lime and bitters in 
a large punch bowl.

Combine broth, peppercorns, cab- 
bage. leeks, celery, and onions in 
a large kettle.

Grate one of 
the beets on a medium-coarse 
grater. Place in a bowl and add 
the red wine. Set aside. 

Dice remaining beets very fine. 
Melt the butter in a heavy sauce- 
pan. Add the diced beets and the 
wine vinegar. Bring to a_ boil, 
then simmer, uncovered. for 30 
minutes or until the beets are 
very tender. Combine cooked 
beets with some of the strained 
broth in the container of the elec- 
tric blender and blend to a 
smooth purée. Then stir the grated 
beets and the wine carefully into 
the purée. 

Spoon the sour cream into a 
mixing bowl, then gradually add 
enough of the beet soup to dilute 
it somewhat. Stir into the soup 
with the grated beets. Serve hot 
or chilled. If hot, bring up to a 
boil only. Do not cook further. 
Serves 8 to 10.

HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 


THERE'S Ace Ve 


“You can’t very well give a beau- 
tiful woman a_ bottle of gin,” 
one of my worldly friends ob- 
served recently, “but you can 
always give her champagne.” 
Champagne demands and seems 
to create an ambiance of beau- 
ty, of joy, of celebration. Cham- 
pagne is a one-word formula for 
successful entertaining. 

But champagne is more than 
just feminine and festive: it’s 
unique. [t is not the world’s most 
expensive wine—you can pay 
more for an old bottle of Bor- 
deaux or a sweet wine of the 
Rhineland—but it is certainly the 
best-known. And with its myriad 
carbon dioxide bubbles exerting 
from 60 to 90 pounds of pressure 
—enough to pop the cork all the 
way across the room. and occa- 
sionally even to break a bottle— 
it is far and away the /iveliest of 
Furthermore. its _ liveli- 
ness is contagious. It sets your 


wines. 


toes a-tingle and makes you 
want to dance all night. (One 


humorist says it makes him feel 
as if his foot’s asleep, but the 
agreeable tingle is there all the 
same.) It puts stars in your eyes. 


Begin at breakfast 


Remarkably. you never tire of 
it. Its good all the time, any 
time. What wine except cham- 
pagne would you think of drink- 
ing for breakfast? What could be 
better than a cold bottle for lunch, 
whether at home. in the country, 
or at the beach? Before dinner, 
champagne is truly the perfect 
apéritif, stimulating to the appe- 
tite, light enough not to be filling. 
miraculous for the morale—par- 
ticularly for the sagging morale 
of the harried hostess. What ever 
did people do to survive the 
period preceding dinner before 
the custom of the apéritif or 
cocktail hour caught hold less 
than a century ago? The fact 
that they called it the Black 
Half Hour gives us an idea of 
how they felt. 

With dinner, as 
knows. champagne is one of the 
few drinks that honestly 
with everything. And after din- 
ner, it keeps on going all even-

totaler.” said food-faddist George 
Bernard Shaw. Lord Byron, no 
less enthusiastic and more roman- 
tic about it, looked into the froth- 
ing glass and saw “champagne 
with foaming whirls, as white as 
Cleopatra’s melted pearls.” 


How it all started 


But in Cleopatra’s days, cham- 
pagne was still many centuries 
away from its discovery. In fact, 
it didn’t really begin to find its 
way until a young monk named 
Dom Pérignon became cellar- 
master at the Benedictine Abbey 
of Hautvillers. near Epernay, ex- 
actly 300 years ago, in 1668. 

Several fanciful tales have been 
told of the good Brother Périg- 
non, who loved his work and did 
it well, to the greater glory of God 
and comfort of his fellow Bene- 
dictines, for 47 years. He is some- 
times said to have discovered or 
invented champagne. He _ did 
nothing of the kind. What he 
seems to have done was study the 
existing wine of Champagne. It 
was then partly still (as it is 
even today, though none of this 
wine, called Champagne Nature. 
is exported) and _ partly alive 
with bubbles from a second fer- 
mentation that began when the 
warmth of spring allowed dor- 
mant yeasts to finish the work 
started before winter cold set in. 
(The Champagne district is the 
farthest north that grapes will 
fully ripen in France.) 

He may also have found a new 
way of stoppering the wine bottles 
so that the bubbles could not es- 
cape—with corks tied down by 
string. And he did much experi- 
menting with the now general 
practice of champagne blending 
—putting together wines from 
different vineyards and different 
years to make a product better 
than any one of them alone. 
Whether he ever said “I am drink- 
ing stars” nobody knows, but it’s 
an appealing idea. 

But the bubbly wine did not 
fully triumph over still cham- 
pagne for at least another century 
and a half. An order from Eng- 
land to the venerable house of 
Moét in 1788 specified that the 
champagne be “not at all spark- 
ling.” That’s what people were 
accustomed to. while the effer- 
vescent wine was more expensive 
and reliable. If there was 
not enough sugar for the second

fermentation, it went flat. Too 
much, and the bottles broke. Not 
until the invention of the densi- 
meter was the making of cham- 
pagne really scientific and safe. 

These developments radically 
changed the fortunes of the peo- 
ple of Champagne, whose still 
wine had been judged by phy- 
sicians of Louis XIV as inferior 
to Burgundy. Mostly red, made 
from the same Pinot Noir grape 
but grown farther north and in 
different soil, it probably was 
inferior. By the middle of the 
last century the sparkling wine 


from the same grapes was uni- 
versally acclaimed as a drink 


without peer. It gained steadily 
in popularity through the years 
up to the First World War. when

Cut off the wing tips with a heavy 
knife and set aside. Pull out any 
lumps of fat in the cavily and 
neck and discard. If the goose has 
been thawed, dry the cavity with 
paper toweling. Then rub with a 
mixture of salt, pepper, and / 
teaspoon of the thyme. Mix the 
prunes with the Cognac and Ma- 
deira and set aside. 

Melt the butter in a_ heavy 
saucepan. Add the chopped on- 
tons and about 1 cup of water. 
Bring to a boil, then cook over a 
moderate heat until all the water 
has boiled away and the onions 
are tender. Add more water. if 
necessary. Then add the oranges. 
salt and pepper to taste. and sim- 
mer for 3 minutes. 

Combine with all remaining in- 
eredients except the quar. ered 
onion, and garlic cloves and mi: 
thoroughly. Stuff the cavily and 
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neck. Skewer or sew up the open- 
ing and pull the neck skin under 
the goose. Place on a rack in a 
roasting pan. Prick the skin all 
along the thighs, back, and lower 
part of the breast to allow super- 
fluous fat to rus out. Rub the bird 
all over with a mixture of salt and 
pepper. then brush with melted 
butter. Add the quartered onion. 
garlic cloves. and several cups of 
boiling water to the pan. Place in 
a preheated 450° oven and roast 
for 20 minutes. Reduce heat to 
350° and continue roasting. bast- 
ing every 15 minutes with the 
boiling pan liquids (add more 
boiling water if it boils away). 
for 2 hours longer or until the 
legs feel soft when pressed. move 
easily in their sockets, and juices 
run clear when the thighs are 
pierced with a fork. Place the 
goose on a heated platter and 
keep warm. 

Pour off all liquids from the 
pan. and add the Giblet Sauce 
(below). Bring up to a boil and 
cook, scraping down any encrus- 
tations that cling to the pan, un- 
til the sauce has reduced and 
thickened slightly. Taste for sea- 
sonings. If the sauce seems too 
thin. mix 1] teaspoon arrowroot 
or cornstarch with enough cold 
water to make a smooth 
Stir into the sauce and cook un- 
til it has thickened slightly. Pour 
into a warm sauceboat to serve. 

Good accompaniments for 
Roast Goose are Carrot and Po- 
tato Purée, and Green Beans with 
Onions.

Pour the eggnog into a large 
saucepan, add the chocolate 
pieces, and sprinkle the gelatin 
over the top.

Not many years ago it took at 
least six to eight weeks to import 
a rare orchid from the tropics. 
Now the rarest of orchids may 
leave a South American jungle on 
Monday, jet to the United States, 
and be in a private collection by 
Friday—of the same week. 

In fact, “rare” orchids have 
become so accessible that Jack 
Kramer has written a new book, 
Rare Orchids Everyone Can Grow 
(Doubleday, $6.95), in which he 
features only kinds uncommonly 
beautiful, but all readily available 
for cultivation at home. 

The orchid illustrated above. 
Zygopetalum mackayi, is one of 
nearly 200 discussed by Kramer 
in his practical, well-organized 
guide.

Hardy annuals to sow now 


The way to have snow melt into 
drifts of flowers next spring is 
to sow seeds of hardy annuals 
now. Probably the ideal way 
would be to plant these in soil 
that has been cultivated to a 
depth of six inches, then raked 
smooth: but in practice it works 
well simply to broadcast the 
seeds over the area where you 
want bloom. If there is snow on 
the ground, so much the better: 
seeds nestled in the snow will 
eventually come to rest on the 
soil surface, to sprout and grow 
sturdily in the first warm days of 
spring. 

Some seeds sown this way will 
be eaten by the birds, others car- 
ried away by rain and wind. so 
it will pay to plant generously. 
[f you are sowing in the absence 
of snow cover, it will help to scat- 
ter the seeds under frosted plants 
of annuals and perennials, which 
will be removed in early spring.
